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Deer Uunliog in California.

Is this B bunt, or only a stroll through some old Engllsb park! 
Hssd to bead Id allent cODclave staod the grand old oaks aa they 
have stood tor centuries. The shady ground below them Is laid 
with a golden carpet of doe, dry grass. Here and there the ground 
rolls In wavy swells, then spreads away In little date, then sweeps 
again into billowy form. On either side It undulates more than 
In the middle, and doally breaks away Into little bluffs, tables 
and benches, with gulches, pockets and ravines between. On 
these benches and tables the large oaks begin to dwindle away 
Into scrubby oaks, which In turn fade Into osk-brusb, and this 
again into cbapparal of various shades of green, running up the 
sides of the mountains which inclose the little park. In various 
directions run paths well beaten snd smooth, on one of which 
Bellvllle may be seen strolling lazily along, while Nortonls tying 
bis horse a little way behind. 

'* Do yon see that trackl" asked Bellvllle, pointing to a track in 
the trail like a cross between an enormous human foot and a 
huge, misshapen pancake. 

Norton looked for a moment, and a cold sweat started all over 
him as he looked up In undisguised dismay. 

“ You needn't be alarmed. He's far off by this time, tucked 
away In the thick brush of some howling canyon that It would 
be Impossible to travel through, except on bands and knees. 
There are a few grizzlies left in Santa Rosa, and this Is one of the 
biggest, but It Is almost Impossible to get sight of them. But 
here are the tracks I care most about," he added, pointing to 
some sharp-toed footprints in the dry old cattle trail in which 
they were walking. 

San Diego Is not a “deer country," as that term Is generally 
understood; and, from all that can be gathered from the old 
Spanish residents, it never has been. There are too many acres 
to the deer, and too much land to the acre. Yet for him who 
knows bow and where to hunt them, deer are abundant enough to 
furnish good sport. And it Is doubtful If the world can show 
easier or more pleasant still hunting than In the oak eanyons of 
the northern part of San Diego county, at the time of year when 
the deer are most numerous In them. 

This favorable time is generally the Autumn, when the acorns 
are ripe on the scrub-oak along the edges of the canyon, and 
hang thick on the low, sweeping branches of the large trees In 
the middle of It, or fall pattering from their tops. 

Autumn iu this country Is only a palace car on the long train 
of Summer days. On, on, on, the season rolls until the middle 
of December, when, without jolt, jerk, or jar, the traveler Is sud¬ 
denly swung Into Spring, for that is what Winter really amounts 
to here. Nature dons no gorgeous burial-robes. The drowsy 
ear of night remains unvezed by endless disputes as to whether 
Katy did or didn’t. No bobolink peeps his sad farewell above our 
beads. No bloody sun struggles down through smoky air. No 
maple or gum tree flames In crimson; no beech or hickory wears 
a golden crown; no oak puts on its russet mantle. Here and 
there, at the extreme end of the season, the sycamores and cot- 
toDWi ods along the river-bottoms begin to furl their green ban¬ 
ners for a few weeks, and the grape-vine’s bright green fades for 
awhile. But the hills bang out no gaudy standards of decay, 
and their velvet vests of checkered green show no sign of change. 
Tne serpentine trail of the canyon Is still filled with glistening 
green; the old oaks shine as brightly as ever; the sun rolls dally 
through unclouded skies; the air grows even drier than in Sum¬ 
mer; the crlmsun of the sunset deepens in the valleys, and the 
peaks glow at evening with a deeper purple. If Nature has not 
split her paint-pots over our landscape, she bis also sent no blus¬ 
tering scouts of Winter to buffet our ears; and If she has with¬ 
held the sentimental haze of Indian Summer, shehasat the same 
time withheld the scowling sky and chilly breath that in other 
lands too quickly arouse the Indian Summer dreamer. 

Norton bad been wise enough to stay and Unlsh off the recovery 
that had plainly begun, and Bellvllle, appearing to be as glad as 
any one about his improvement, bad still remained with the 
party. 

With easy, sauntering pace, but with keen and restless eyes, 
they strolled along the smoolh paths, peering around the corners 
of the gulches, and scrutinizing the dark green recesses of the 
pockets. Suddenly Bellvllle stopped, and pointing far away 
down a vista among the trees, he exclaimed, as he dropped out of 
sight; 

" There is a deer lying down under yonder big live oak I Take 
off your bat and rise up carefully, and see if you don’t make out 
a pair of ears." 

A cautious inspection showed Norton two dark points like fine 
inverted “ V’s" in plain relief against the yellow background of 
grass. Presently, what at first glance appeared to be a piece of 
dead log, developed Into a head with trim tapering nose and a 
bit of graceful neck beneath It. And what had seemed to be 
only a dark shadow turned out to be a body; for these drer at 
this time of year are dark grey In color. While Norton and Bell¬ 
vllle were still looking, the bead was suddenly turned directly 
toward them. 

“ Keep still and don’t move I" said Bellvllle. “They cannot 
make out our h.'ads from so far If wo don’t move them.’’ 

The turning of the distant bead brought Into view another trim 
little nose and the delicate point of one ear. Just visible on the 
other side of the first one, and lying near It. 

“There Is a big fawn beside her," said Bellvllle. “Now there 
Is as fine a chance to shoot at a deer aa you will be likely aver to 
get. aYou take my rifle and try her. Do you see yonder little 
ridge that Juts out toward them, and Is covered along Its back 
with scrub-oak brush! If you can make the point of that you 
can get a splendid shot. You'can reach It easily, but It will Uke 
you some time to do It with the care that la necessary to make 
sure of a shot. 8o the first thing to recollect is, that there is 
positively no baste. Those deer are good for two hours where 
they are, and even if they were not, you might lose more by baste 
than you would gain. Back out of here now, and swing around 
Into that next little canyon to the right. Go to the head of It, 
and there you will undoubtedly find an old cattle trail that leads 


over the next ridge and around the bead of the next little canyon. 
But, whether you do that or not, cross the heads of the canyons 
until you get on to the ridge that leads out to where the deer are. 
Get on the back side of it, keep out of sight, and go as quietly as 
you can possibly move until you get behind the last bush on the 
point. Then lay your rifle under the bush and try and shoot 
from under it without showing any part of yourself. If you do 
this carefully they will be more sure to stand In case you miss 
fhe first shot or two. But whatever you do, remember above all 
things to take a fine sight and shoot low down on the body, or 
you will be apt to overshoot." 

Taking Bellvllle’s rifle, Norton started, and going slowly, so as 
neither to tire himself, or make a noise, he reached In about half 
an hour the point of the ridge that ran out toward the deer. 
Raising bis bead very cautiously behind the bush be at length 
saw, about sixty or seventy yards away, the old one with bead 
raised, her long ears pricked up attentively, and chewing her cud. 
The young fawn by her side was still In the same position as 
when first seen. But Norton now discovered another fawn be¬ 
yond the deer, lying with Its bead turned over upon its side, ap¬ 
parently dozing. 

From the time Bellvllle first showed him the ears and sug¬ 
gested bis trying their owner with his rifle, Norton bad recog¬ 
nized some serious demoralization In his capillary harmony. But 
when he looked through the bush, and saw the shapely forms of 
glossy, dark grey, the long, mulish ears and the trim black and 
grey noses pointed toward him, every hair on his head felt as 
though It were raging In deathly struggle with Its neighbors. 

“PshawI I have plenty of lime, I will be cool,” he thought. 

It Is very easy for the mind to legislate for the nerves. But it 
Is quite another thing for the mind to enforce Its edicts. Nor¬ 
ton discovered this when, after waiting about five minutes to 
cool down, be began to raise bis rifle. As he brought the sights 
op In line with the glossy chest that, with the legs folded beneath 
It, formed so plain a mark, a deluge of shivers flooded his back, 
and bis band trembled so that he could not shoot even with the 
rifle rested on the ground. 

But Norton was naturally cool and collected; be cared nothing 
for the nonsensical. Imaginary glory of killing a deer, and he bad 
none of the base sensations that thrill the ordinary meat hunter. 

He remembered what Bellvllle bad said about having time 
enough, and resolved not to throw away a good chance by a little 
excitement which would soon pass off. He therefore lay and 
watched them some fifteen minutes, trying all the time to persuade 
himself that he would not give a cent to shoot the whole three. 
And In this he so far succeeded that his nerves soon reached a 
delightful state of composure. 

Again he looked along the sights, and now at last be was cool. 
What In bunting la more delightful than that calmness, born of 
confidence and not of Indifference, with which the rifle hunter 
raises the sights upon large game, knowing that success Is dashed 
with Bufllclent uncertainty to require the best of care, yet exult¬ 
ing In bis own skill to accomplish it. Yet what in rifle bunting is 
more brilliantly Illusive than that same confidence when it first 
begins to dawn after the dark night of uncontrollable nervous- 
ncs'? 

Norton now saw the sights full and clear upon the shining 
breast of the mother deer, and with exultant soul he pressed the 
light trigger. Swift as the hammer falls under the loosened 
spring, BO swiftly under the spring of three sets of steel-like legs, 
loosened by the report of the rifle, the three gray bodies bounded 
fifteen feet Into the air at the first jump. They landed at the 
three points of a triangle, and the graceful forms stood for a 
moment, the bright eyes and ears all attention, as they looked at 
the trees and bills around them, and then at each other. 

Again Norton drew the slgbUupon the doe’s breast and pulled. 
Bang 1 went the rifle, and bump! went the simultaneous stroke of 
twelve hoofs upon the hard, dry ground, as from the three points 
of the triangle In which they stood, the three jumped at one bound 
to the center. They stood there together, one fawn looking over 
Its mother’s back, and the other standing under her neck, but all 
looking and listening with trembling curiosity. 

Again Norton drew, as he supposed, a cool sight and flred; the 
ball, like the others, whizzed harmlessly a foot or two above the 
mark, and again the three deer shot outward with simultaneous 
bound. One stopped at the first jump; another took three or 
four jumps; the third a dozen; and then all stopped again. 

Thus deer often act that have never seen man or heard the 
music of his rllle. And thus often acts the man who makes 
bis first effort on them with the rifle. The deer were confused 
by the echo from the hills, and seeing nothing, knew not which 
way to run, even If they thought there was any necessslty for 
running at all. And Norton, getting more and more confused 
by the consciousness that he was doing bis best, snd yet falling, 
yielded more and more to that fatal delusion which often makes 
even experienced riflemen uncertain on a downhill shot. And 
as faster snd faster he dispensed the singing lead at the retreat¬ 
ing deer, higher and higher It flew above them, until the last 
bullet of the repeater was gone, and the last grey rump was un¬ 
dulating sway in the edge of the chaparral on the other side of 
the valley. And then for the Bret time he happened to recall 
Bellvllle’s last advice about shooting low and taking a fine sight 
—a caution he bad utterly forgotten. 

“Never mind,” said Bellvllle, consolingly, aa ho came up with 
Norton’s horse. “It will all be the same a hundred years hence. 
And you will have another chance before we are through with 
this country." 

They sat down and took asmoke In the breezy shade, and then 
with Norton riding well In the rear, so as to make no noise, and 
Bellvllle well ahead as scout, they started on. 

For an hour or more they sauntered along the old trail, look¬ 
ing wlih eager eyes down the shady vistas of yellow and green, 
and Into every opening In the bills on either side. Already the 
slope upon the western side of the valley was shading Into a 
bluetsb haze, the air began to feel cooler, the breeze began to fall 
a trifle, and a shadow crept slowly up the slope on the east. 
Evening was coming on; the deer would soon be afoot; a sharper 
watch must be kept. Something must also be done pretty soon 
unless they wished to return empty-handed to camp. 

The mountain peak on the right was purpling fast, and they 


had decided to turn back toward camp when, at Bellvllle’s sugges- 
I tlon, they decided on a last look around the corner of a little 
projecting ridge that lay before them. 

“Thanks to the man who Invented the last chancel It’s the 
lost slippery log In the slippery path of the still hunter, from 
which he often slides head first into a perfect mire of good luck," 
said Bellvllle to himself, as, peering cautiously around the ridge 
Into a gulch, bis eye caught sight of a small white spot in a bush, 
a dark gray bit of shiny fur a few yards farther on, and a few feet 
to one side, and he saw a couple of glistening points rise from 
the chaparral, and below them several more similar points. 

He backed down and returned to Norton as quickly as nosst- 
ble, and said; 

“There are three, and perhaps more. In there. One Is a big 
buck and must be absorbed by all means. Tie your horse here, 
and slip up this little canyon, and hide on the end of this side 
ridge, and don’t move unless something comes. I’ll go around 
on the other side, and let them know we have arrived. They 
will probably come this way, and you can have a good chance 
to bid them farewell.’’ 

Keeping in the dry bed of a little creek, Bellvllle passed the 
mouth of the canyon in which the deer were, without danger of 
being seen by them. He then passed into the next little canyon, 
and up the ridge that lay between It and the one In which the 
deer had been seen. Moving cautiously up the ridge, he came at 
length In sight of the bottom of the canyon, and his eye rested 
at once upon the lithe body and dandy legs of a sleek young 
“spike-buck" (a yearling buck) that, with bead erect and ears 
pricked forward and outward, seemed to think he discovered 
something. At the same time just beyond him, the glistening 
points that Bellvllle had noticed before came surging up out of 
the chaparral, accompanied by the grey tips of another pair of 
ears. 

The reader has seen that with all his faults, Bellvllle was not 
swinish about game or fish. But as there is a little strabismus In 
the atralghtesl of moral optics, so is there an ineradicable tarnish 
of greed on the brightest shield that culture and a native sense 
of propriety can throw before our brute nature; and we must all 
plead guilty to the weakness of preferring a big buck to a small 
one. This weakness captured, at the first dash, the sound prin¬ 
ciples that Bellvllle approved most thoroughly in the abstract; 
never to take a shot with the rifle at a dim or uncertain mark 
when you have a clear and distinct one, even though the latter 
be Inferior game. With a contemptuous glance at the spike- 
buck, be drew a sight about six Inches, as he thought, below the 
tips of the second pair of ears, which he could easily see must 
belong to an unusually fine buck, and flred. 

A dlstlnct'wback, such as a bullet would make on a heavy 
skull came back to him; there was a heavy crash and smash, 
together with a bump, bump, bump; the spike-buck, a doe, and 
tso large fawns went plunging out of the head of the gulch; 
while a vigorous kicking and tbrashing of brush went on In the 
place where the big buck bad stood. Bellvllle hastened the speed 
of the others with a wild bullet or two, and then dashed down 
the bill and Into the brush where bla buck bad fallen, and bad 
now ceased straggling. In be walked with rifle on his shoulder; 
yet all was still but the echo of Norton’s gun bellowing back and 
forth amongtbe hills. Bellvllle felt spreading over him a glow of 
happiness such as he only knows who has been In bis place. 

But suddenly there was a long-drawn, hollow-toned "phew!’’ 
about twenty yards from him, a crash of brush and the stroke, 
not of bounding, but of fast-running hoofs, moving with stum¬ 
bling and erratic pace, but still running and smashing rapidly 
away through the brush. Bellvllle flred a vain shot or two In 
the direction of the sound, and then went to look where bis buck 
had fallen. There were the marks of scuffling feet, the f Igna of 
a fall and a struggle on the dry ground, but no sign of blood. 

Bellvllle stood for a moment puzzled, and was about to go, 
knowing how vain Is the pursuit of a wounded deer In chaparral 
wlihuut a good dog, and sometimes even with one, when he sud¬ 
denly saw lometblng among the bushes. He stooped and drew 
out the single horn of a large deer. It was shivered to pieces at 
the very base, and told the story too plainly. 

The buck, hearing Norton’s shots, bad turned and gone down 
the ridge toward the main valley. About this time, Reche of 
Fall Brook, and another hunter, whose name, in modern Latin, 
Is nnltHm tui negulU, were coming down the vailey. Reche bad s 
yellow Scotch terrier tied to bis waist with a bit of rope—a good 
way to keep a dog from “breaking shot." provided be la not big 
enough to break his master. Hearing the shots, they had natur¬ 
ally hastened to get in the way of being run over by anything 
that might feel Inclined that way. They had just reached a point 
opposite the end of the ridge, and, hearing the crackling of 
brush, bad stopped, when the buck burst from the brush along 
the top of the ridge, and, with Its head laid back, came tearing at 
full speed down the slope directly toward them. 

Diego, the dog, straightened the rope and gave a yelp; the 
waist-band to which the rope was tied, gave way with a rip; a 
bullet plowed the bill-side behind and above the deer, another 
fanned bis tall with Its cooling breeze just as he turned short 
around with dog and rope flying toward him. Reche recovered 
the symmetry of bis back-bone just In time to scollop the bark 
of a Ilve-oak monarch behind the fast-scudding racer, at the same 
time that a ball from bis companion’s rifle sped through Its lungs.

With Diego yelping far In his rear, leaving Reche and the other, 
each declaring that he had shot off a horn, but both taking par¬ 
ticular pains not to look for It. 

Then there came a call from Norton. While the other deer 
were bounding through the chaparral up the hill, he had disen¬ 
cumbered himself of two buckshot cartridges that he had got 
weary of carrying and putting In and taking out of bis gun. And 
though it was a long shot he made, he was sure he saw a deer 
stumble. 

Bellvllle went to look, and found marks of a fall and a few 
drops of blood, and called to Reche to bring the dog. Diego 
was finally retrieved from a bush in which be had tangled his 
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rope, aod taken to the place where Norton’s deer had fallen, in 
a moment he had the scent, and bounded away up the bill with 
sharp yelps. He had ^one a hundred yards or more, when the 
yelps doubled In Intensity and frequency, a crack and crash of 
brush was heard, and soon the chaparral was parting and smashing 
in a line down the bill, toward another gulch. Down, down, 
down, goes the racket, not with the regular bump, bump, bump, 
of springing legs, but with a crashing discord of breaking brush, 
yelping dog, and stumbling hoofs. 

Down they go Into the bottom of the gulch, where the ulmble 
terrier seizes by one of hts long ears the deer, which now turns 
out to be the spike-buck that had hrst been seen, in a twink¬ 
ling the dog Is shaken nIT. and as be Is thrown against the side 
of a hank he narrowly escapes Impalement by one of the sharp 
spike-horns. 

But Diego Is like hope in the bosom of a mining-stock verdant. 
He bounds again, and again anchors bis teeth In the ear. The 
sharp hind hoof of the deer tickles bis ribs with a thump that 
sends him whirling to earth once more. With hair erect and 
bright green eyes glaring savagely, the buck stands at bay, and 
as I be dog gathers himself, he makes a thrust with bis sharp 
horns that would suffice to finish a much larger dog. But the 
plucky little terrier dodges, and before the deer can recover for 
another charge, catches him a third time by one ear. And there 
he dangles for a moment as the bui^k tries to shake him oH, lets 
go with a yelp as another hoof fondles his ribs, then grabs again 
just as a rlUe-ball pacifies the savage buck forever.

Your correspondent has met them on “The Held of Mars,’’ and 
followed their hound.s, as out upon the broad and beautiful 
prairies they took the trail, or up one of the deep ravines or 
densely wooded canyons, and thence along the bluffs of one of 
the many limpid streams that cross these undulating prairies. 

1 have also met them In ” times of peace,” at home amid their 
rustic firesides, enjoying that luxury and prosperity which fall 
hut to the lot of few; and have ever found them the same genial, 
jolly Nlinrods—many of them, the old settlers of the country, 
whose snow white locks and wrinkled brows might tell of hunts 
of forty years ago, when they chased the buffalo over the plain, 
and] followed the deer through bis theui accustomed hauuts; 
others, 

" Willi auxlons eye have wandered o’er 

These pralrleB, meadows, moss and moor," 

for over a quarter of a century—led on, from time to time, hy the 
deep-mouthed toDgueIng of “ 8t. Hubert’s breed;” while the 
younger Nlmrods boast of as spirited chases, and as glorious 
hunts us were ever followed by their noble sires. 

Their grounds, without exception, are the finest on the Amerl- 
eau continent, if ;)nt in the world; and although not grazed on 
by the buffalo aud the deer, as in days of yore, their game l.s yet 
abundant. Centering within a few miles of Ottawa, they stretch 
away for over twenty miles, out upon the great prairies, which 
at Intervals are crossed by limpid streams, along whose hanks 
arc shady groves and wooded bluffs, broad ravines ami deep can¬ 
yons, affording the finest runways and shelter for game of 
every nature. They extend along the waters of the Fox, to “fair 
Aurora’s far oil shores,” whose wooded banks and picturesque 
bluffs are unsurpassed for their wild grandeur, style and beauty. 
Through the historic regions of Big Indian, Somonauk and Mis¬ 
sion Creek, every foot of which has been consecrated by the blood 
of the early settlers, who perished at the bands of a savage and 
relentless foe; over that cectlon of country bordering on the Big 
VennllioD, with Its shady groves, timbered heights and wondrous 
parks, and all that might be styled " Nimrod’s paradise.” And 
last, though not least, the beautiful valley of the Illluols, through 
whose rocky glens and deep canyons, the baying of the bounds 
echoes with melodious sweetness, and finally that “ heavenly 
music,” as the hunters term It, dies away amid the plctur- 
esciuc bluffs; while the hunter, if be choose, from the lofty sum¬ 
mit of “Starved Rnek,”or standing amidst any of the many craggy 
[leaks, 

'• Willi all delight l.hc rapi.i course may view. 

Aud grculcst joy, llic circling race pursue.” 

These were the happy hunting grounds over which the “ noble 
red man” roamed and hunted long before the “ pale face” knew 
of hla existence. These were also the ancient battle grounds 
of the war-llke Pottawattomles, In their encounters with and final 
extermination of the Illinois—the noblest tribe that ever roamed 
the forest. Over these same grounds the buffalo roamed In all 
his pristine freedom. In the solitude of their groves the deer 
and wolf reared their young, and the “ wild fox dug bis hole un- 
skeartl” The buffalo has long since left the prairies and the 
deer is seldom seen In bis early haunts, but the wolf and cun¬ 
ning Reynard yet remain, and It Is after them that these Jolly 
Nlmrods mount their Beet steeds, and as rings out the clanging 
horn, 

'* lilila, dales auil roresU, far bebtud remain, 

While the warm ^eeiit draws on Ihc deep-mmiTh'd train.” 

Tbelr hounds are numerous, and many of them of the best 
Idooil In the country, some of which were Imported from the 
East and South, and not a few from Merry England, the Emerald 
Isle, and even Bonnie Scotland. Their combined packs number 
over three hundred bounds—but this is not all, as there are others 
whose owners are not “actives,” hut are looked upon as “pot 
hunters,” and who scarcely ever join any of the grand hunts 
from lime to time gotten up. There are many excellent hounds 
among these, and counting them In, it Is safe to estimate at least 
four huudrod fox bounds In the county. 


But a wolf. In the words of a now petrifying Nimrod, " makes 
an ungodly (I) hunt,” and Is without exception the hardest of all 
game to follow. For the verlflcatlou of this I will let the partic¬ 
ulars of an exciting chase after a large timber wolf, his strategy 
and final captureianswer. 

It was one of those delightful Winter mornings, with just 
enough of snow on the ground to make good trailing, and a cheer¬ 
ing atmosphere to brace up both hunters, hounds, and horses, as 
a party of Serena, Rutland, and a few Nlmrods from other 
” tribes,” with their “ favorite packs,” started out on a hunting 
excursion up along Fox river. They had reached '‘Partridge 
Point,” near Millington, without even the track of a bird to 
cheer them on, but a little beyond, tbelr attention was drawn 
to tracks In the snow, which looked as though they might have 
been those of some large N'ewfoundlaud dog; but a closer lu- 
spectlon, and the actions of the hounds convinced them fhat they 
were those of some other animal. The trail led down along the 
river bank for a mile or two, then to a piece of woods, along 
which it skirted, finally crossed the river and on toward North- 
vllle, several miles beyond. Leading within a short distance of 
Nortbville, it doubled, coming backalinost over the same trail for 
over a mile, then taking another lilrectlon to the river, it crossed 
again, on through a corn field and out upon the open prairie, 
where hunters and bounds for the first time caught a glance of 
the object of their hunt, which proved to be one of those large 
timber wolves, the very worst of all to follow, and a terror to 
any, save a score of hounds, to “tackle.” Instantly all was ex¬ 
citement, each hunter drove spurs to his steed, aud dashed for the 
front. 'Tbelr continued “ whoops,” the shrill blasts of the horn, 
and the deep haying of the hounds, aroused the entire country; 
indeed. It would have waked the slumbers of the sleeping dead; 
and soon the little band of a “ baker’s dozen,” numbered fifty, 
while fresh hounds were thrown in, and then:

Every moment added to the excitement of the chase; fresh 
hunters and their bounds Joining the bunt, and tbelr loud yells 
and whoops caused the wolf—who was not more than twenty 
rods ahead—to run with terrific speed and fright. But on he 
bounded over the prairies, making a bee line for Newark, thence 
to Mission timber, some four miles distant, where It Turned aud 
back through Mission Point, and on for some miles beyond; 
turned again, crossed the river near Serena, and over the prairies 
in divers directions making a trail of over seven miles—this was 
a bad move for Mr. Wolf, as the dogs “cut” and gained on him 
—and now the scene becomes Intense; hounds not ten rods be¬ 
hind their game and gaining on him at every jump! Onwanl 
they bound with renewed speed, making the air vocal with their 
baying, while the clanging horns and peculiar “whoopee’s” of 
the hunters, ring loud and shrill I “Tally ho, boys 1 Now 
they’re on to him,” shouts the foremost rlder.as wolf and hounds 
seem to reach a small rise in the prairie at the same time. But 
no!

by running among a drove of cattle, which stroke of good 
policy on his part, placed over a half a mile between himself and 
his pursuers. Refreshing himself In the Fox’s “turbid tide,” he 
crossed aud made for Mission Point, thence on to Holilerinan’s 
Grove In Kendall county, a distance of about ten miles. He 
was going It now for dear life, and stretches over entire counties 
was his "racket.” From Holdcrman’s grove he crossed the 
prairies, coming out at Nettle creek. In Grundy county, a run 
of fully twelve miles, from which he pushed on toward the town 
of Manlius, in Bureau county, and along the Illinois bottom 
lands into Klrtland township, giving the hunters and hounds a 
tremendous run over the broad prairies on through the timber 
lands to Partridge Point, where he started from; and here finding 
escape impossible be took to an old granary near the edge of the 
timber, where he crept under the floor, never to emerge 
alive! He had run his last race, swjim the Fox, 
and crossed the prairies, never more to return; and 
now that his hour had come be resolved to fight It to the 
bitter end. Scarcely had be disappeared beneath the old granary 
ere it was surrounded by the half famished bounds, aud the 
hunters coming up, forced open the door, tore up the floor aud 
then commenced one of the wildest scenes that one can well 
imagine I With frothing mouth and glaring eyes stood the wolf, 
while the dogs for an Instant seemed to pause In astonishment, 
and then with a single bound and together, were on to him, bat 
somehow or other be got one of the bravest bounds hy the 
throat, and before he could bo rescued and the wolf killed, both 
fell over dead. 

He was the largest wolf ever seen In the county; and when 
weighed balanced the scales at eighty pounds, was four feet ten 
inches long, and stood twenty-seven and one-half Inches high. 
When skinned there was found In him three bullets and several 
buckshot, and he was short a toe, showing conclusively that be 
had not only been shot at several times, but trapped as well. As 
near as could be estimated he was followed betweeu eighty and 
ninety miles. He ran In three counties and eight townships, six 
of which were in La Sallo county. The hunt was the wildest

The Fox-Terrier—Continued. 

Harkii’g back to Old Trap, we come to one of hla sods, who, I 
am disposed to think, has done even more permanent good than 
Tyrant—namely. Pickle. Fickle himself was never, I believe, 
either shown or advertised at the stud, and consequently had but 
little opportunity of getting show terriers, as his services were 
practically couQued to the btlches of that very successful breeder, 
Mr. Turner, of Leicester. Pickle has been deicrlbed to me as a 
thick-set dog, with extraordinary bone. I'have not been able to 
ascertain bis dam’s exact pedigree, but there la, I believe, little 
doubt that she is a pure bred Belvolr terrier. Ills best hit was In 
getting Artful out of Vene, a daughter of Old Trap. Artful, as 
might have beeu expected from this breeding, was a thick-set 
dog of great substance. Ue was ag.dn crossed with Tricksy, a 
direct descendant of Trap through Chance and Tyrant, and begot 
Kambler, who has Immortalized btmself as the sire of Mr. Bur- 
bldge's Nettle. The former bitch was, In the opinion of some 
good judges, the best that ever stood on a show bench. That her 
expression and outline were those of a thorough terrier, could not 
be doubted, but her open feet aud wide chest were serious draw¬ 
backs. The stud repuutlon of Rambler seems likely to be sus¬ 
tained by hla grandson. Pickle II, got by an own brother to Net- 
lie, from that grand bitch Olive. Pickle’s deformed feet would 
alone have served to debar him from a show career; but such 
stock as Volo, Daisy, and Deacon Nettle, have already given him 
a high place at the stud. 

There are yet one or two other sons of Trap who require notice. 
One of these was Ragman, from a bitch of no note, and, I believe, 
no pedigree. Ragman himself waa a big coarse dog. By far hla 
most creditable performance was getting Fussy from a daughter 
of Ilopcroft’s Trap—a decided case of In-breedlng. Fussy her¬ 
self, barring her somewhat thick shoulders, was almost faultless, 
and her terrier expression was perfect. I well remember seeing 
her when between seven and eight years old, at Birmingham, 
showing all the life and Bre of a young one, and with scarcely a 
trace of age In her contour. Ragman waa also credited with the 
parentage of Spot, the sire of Vandal, a good workmanlike dog, 
though somewhat coarse. I Imagine, however, that Vandal s an¬ 
tecedents were not such as to make hla pedigree a matter of great 
certainty. 

There Is yet another branch of the Trap blood which It would 
be high treaaon to omit, though I confess that I approach Ita 
merlta and fallings with fear and trembling. I refer to Bounce 
and bis son BuSer. Over the merits and defecteof the latter, con¬ 
troversy has waxed aa Berce as the Stud Book warfare over the 
Blacklock blood. Bounce himself I never saw, and except Buf¬ 
fer and a dog of some merit named Bismarck, I am not aware 
that be has left any noteworthy stock. 

Buffer’s dam, too, was not known to fame, but I confesa, 
though I am not one of Buffer’s thoroughgoing detractora, I have 
always suspected an Infusion of Beagle blood somewhere. In 
general character the Buffers have little In common with the rest 
of the Traps, and seem to have struck out a new and well defined 
type for themselves. Strong coats, long heads, good shoulders, 
and excellent legs and feet, are the main characteristics of the 
blood, while these merlta are too often counterbalanced by heavy, 
dead looking ears, and a sour expression. First, of course, among 
bis sons comes Buffett, of whom I have already expressed my high 
opinion. Indeed, but for a tendency, and that not very pro¬ 
nounced, to the family type of ear. It la hard to Bud a fault with 
him. One drawback to bis success has been a delicate conalltu- 
tlon. Whence this Is Inherited, It li hard to say. Indeed, alto¬ 
gether, Buffett le rather a violation of the laws of breeding. No 
dog ever showed more style and quality. Yet that Is not the pre¬ 
eminent characteristic of the Buffer blood, while as for Buffett’s 
dam, Frolic, a more plebeian looking matron could not be found 
lu a day’s march. Be that as It may, Buffett has certainly trans¬ 
mitted bis own style to hla son Vulcan, from a bitch of old kennel 
blood. At the same time the family fallings of head and ears 
have reappeared. Buflelt’a other distinguished son, Bnff, le a far 
more charaeterlsllc representative of the blood, with Immense 
bone, and a decidedly plain head and ears. Any defects In the 
dog himself, however, were more than made up for by his pro¬ 
geny, when, at the Alexandra Palace show of 1673, be burst on 
the world as the sire of the three best bitch puppies that ever 
found their way Into one class. The merlta of the trio, Deacon 
Ruby, Bloom and Blossom, are too well known to need comment. 
Another good son of Buffer Is Nimrod, who, like Buff, shows all 
the characteristics of the family. In spite of his deserved suc¬ 
cesses on the show bench, even bis admirers must admit that he 
has BO far beeo a most disappointing dog at the stud. Aa yet. 
Buffer's daughters have failed to rival their brothers, either on 
the show bench or the stud, with the one conspicuous excep¬ 
tion of Dainty, the dam of Dorcas. My own general verdict on 
the Buffer blood le that, like that of Tartar, It has decided merits, 
but that It must be bandied with very great care, and sparingly 
used. Ita worst feature. In my opinion, le the extraordinary t^ 
nacity of Its defects. The faults of other strains—the fine coats 
of the Tykes, the wide chests of the Traps, the open feet of so 
many of the Belvolr terriers, and the weak hocks and crouching 
quarters of the Follers—may all be eliminated by careful crosa- 
Ing, but the heavy ears and sour expression of the Buffers seem 
to reappear unexpectedly after we had hoped that they were com¬ 
pletely eradicated. Still, the admirers of Buffer may conaole 
themselves with the refiectlon that as long as they can point to 
dogs like Buffett, Dorcas, Bloom, Buff, Vulcan, Nimrod, and 
Qripper, the blood la not likely to lose Its popularity.

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Hr. G. Tburpe Bartram’s Reply to Hr. Wanmaker. 


BaaiNTREE, England. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Permit me a reply to Mr. Wan¬ 
maker, In which I will pasa over all his glowing Introduction, as 
to ” bulls roaring,” ” eagle screaming,’’ ” lunerala,” etc., aa they 
are beside the question. 

No doubt, Mr. Editor, you are the beat judge as to what Is of 
Interest to your readers, aud will apportion your apace according¬ 
ly. But I may "be permitted to stale It aa my opinion, that a 
subject of Interest to your readers, are the merits or demerits of 
any system to which the decisions of field trial contests are com¬ 
mitted. I may say, too, that It was no purpose of mine to prove 
any one wrong; my object was to prevent the heat syetem 
proper from being misunderstood In Its working, and I think I 
served my purpose In the case under d scusslou. 

Whether any American club or clubs, have made rules that 
thwart the good effect of the working of the heat system proper, 
le to me of little concern; because It Is only the right working 
of the system that I have ever defended, and that la what 1 am 
atm prepared to do. 

A reference to Mr. Wanmaker’a Illustration stake, upon which 
I commented, will show that the numbers are placed throughout 
the stake in rotation,so It affords no evidence of the effects of the 
rule ‘3, he now gives. Had the stake been worked out, to show 
the effect of Ihls “drawing lots” each series of heats, I might have 
been led to consider the cause of It. However, as these numbers 
run in rotation it could not have had auy effect In this stake. 
The difficulty rested, aa I have before pointed out. In having no 
proper provision for the fair dealing with the byes. 

For argument’s sake, suppose we admit this rule, for drawing 
Iota each series of heats, to have had an effect In the working out 
of the bye dogs; Is It not very remarkable that this dog. No. 19, 
should have been drawn the last and odd dog three times out of 
five. In a twenty-one dog stake, and especially la • this out of the 
usual course, as this dog is said to be “ devoid of all merit, ' and 
we are accustomed to admit that fortune favors the strong. 

I still maintain be has given no proof at all that the dogs 
winning In his stake, even with the addition of this strange rule, 
did ao over the beads of better dogs. 

He now gives as another excuse for the dog he thinks should 
have woo, but “went wrong,” that the stake lasted two days, and 
that he was dragged about on the chain during this lime. Well, 
as ne was only one of a stake, and was not called upon to run 
alone, I presume the others shared the same disadvantage. If 
the dog was not taken care of during this stake, why it la the 
fault of hie trainer, aud as the beats are run off In the order 
drawn, it affords a far greater opportunity of husbanding the 
strength of the dogs, when not actually competing, than when 
they are called up at the discretion of judges. In hts previous 
letter he says, 19. the winner, was “carelul and well trained,” 
and now he says 17 aud 19 did not make a point. Well, as far 
aa the last beat was concerned, I see no need for the judges to 
wait in a final beat for this dog to do so, aa hla opponent 
‘ SuBbed and chased,” and I do not know whether .Mr. Wanmaker 
considers be can decide a dog to be "careful and well trained,” 

If be bad not seen him on game. I should be very sorry to do so. 

It is unnecessary for me to pursue further the consideration of 
any rule or Imaginary stake, that does not rightly affect the 
heat system proper, as I have no wish, or desire to support 
any rules that do not provide for “ byes,” or the prevention of 
dogs running many times consecutively; but 1 must think that the 
chances of a dog, having the special advantages that Mr. Wan¬ 
maker has conjured up In bis stake, are very remote, and that If 
No. 1 was the dog he would have us think him, that be would not 
have gone “ all to pieces,” just to favor a bad dog. Even if bis 
repeated trials detrimentally affected him, It would argue strongly 
In support of the opinion that be waa a “ flash In the pan” style, 
or that be had not a disposition that was such as to make him at 
all reliable under the sllgbteat provocation; and If that portion 
of the “ heat syetem” proper, only waa Included in the system 
Mr. Wanmaker condemns, why then It bad a good effect In find¬ 
ing the “ bottom” of the dog that would otherwise have won 
first prize. 

Mr. Wanmaker observes that the “beat system, as tried in this 
country, la bad.” Now, I must first know what he calls the best 
syotem, before I can commence any comments on this opinion. 
It bis experience Is onlf with the one he names, that includes 
the Rule No. 2 he has given, why, I have no case to answer at 
all. Admitting that he desires to argue out the beat system 
proper, as against point systems, then I most willingly accept 
bis challenge to enter the list for a friendly argument In the col¬ 
umns of the Cbicaoo Field. At the same time, I wish to add 
that which I have often stated before, 1 am In no way opposed 
to a point system in connection with the heat system, providing 
It does not affect the separate beats. 

As to bis opinion, that the “beat system as practiced here” 
(and I don’t know whether he refers to the one that has been 
Instanced as bad, because of no provision for byes) etc., le likely 
to be the death of field trials In America, I can only say, that If 
I rightly estimate American sportsmen, they are not likely long 
to support a niongrhl beat system, but I am convinced that the 
one used iq England, and I believe It has been also in America, 
will commend itself to them. I have no hesitation in saying 
that since the Introduction of the beat system In England, 
field trial contests have increased In Interest, influence, and im¬ 
portance. It haa been a death blow to the “reputation wins” 
creed, and It has been the cause of many valuing the declalons 
given, that under the "spotting,” or point system, that admitted 
so much favoritism, whether loteolional or not, they simply 
Ignored or laughed at. 

It used to be a common expression, “If you want to win get a 
dog that starts a winner.” Each beat being now regarded as a 
separate contest, forbids any great error of estimate of work done. 

Of course, as Mr. Wanmaker has declared the beat system bad, 
It devolves upon him to make out bis case, and when he begins, 

I will then defend that which, I believe, la In the interest of fair 
competition, and worthy of the support that I have In the past 
accorded to It. G. Thorpe Bahtham. 

P. 8.—Mr. Wanmaker will see In my first letter the reason 
why It appeared so long after hIs other. Often too, I have not the 
time to write when I have the desire to do so. This will account 
for any delay that may occur during the present year. 

CrlUcisni on the Awards at the Pittsburgh Bench Show, 

Baltimore, Mo. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —In your Issue of February 19, one 
J. Hennessey, “as an exhibitor at the late Piiteburgb show,” 
has “ a few words tossy.” In saying them, he makes a whole¬ 
sale onslaught upon the good name of the committee, directors 
and Judges at the Pittsburgh show. He plainly says the com¬ 
mittee did not seek or wish competent judges, and charges all 
aorta of Ignorance, and venality upon one of them,and broadly In- 
tlraatee that the directors obtained prises by corrupt counlvaoee 
with the Judges.' Nor docs he adduce a particle of real proof In 
support of bis ugly charges sod uglier Insinuations. 

I was present at that show, and was personally Interested there 
as so exhibitor, and with your kind permission, I too, have a 
few words to say..

To show that Mr. Hennessey Is not possessed of all the honestv 
and decency,all the good taste and delicacy be denies others whose 
poslllon should have secured them from bit attacks. It perhaps 
needs no more than the simple statement I have made above as 
to bis utterly Indefensible attitude aa a critic. I will add, however 
that I was present throughout the show, and can of my own 
knowledge and observation testify directly to the contrary of Mr. 
Hennesey’s very sweeping criticism. Committee, directors ami 
judges labored with assiduity and zeal to acquit tbemaelvea of 
the respoostbllttlea attached to their positions. 

As for Dr. L. Henry Twaddell, who comes In for the heaviest 
of Mr. Hennessey's wordy aseaulls, I cheerfully bear testimony 
that he faithfully and efficiently discharged the perplexing duties 
devolving upon a judge of so many claims. I saw, In bis awards 
nothing that looked like favorltlam, or partiality tor prejudice's 
sake. In my judgment bis methods were those proper to the 
Judge, and hla conduct all that became an honest geDtleman. I 
take particular pleasure Id so testifying, though 1 was myself a 
sufferer by one of bis declalons, one that I was compelled to ap¬ 
prove, along with bis other judicial acts, as being required by 
the standard that was set him. I will give the case asao Inslance: 
In class 33| (bencbed-legged beagles) Dr. Twaddell awarded first 
to Major over my Dyke, notwithstanding the facta that I was 
present, was personally known to him, and bad Informed him 
that Major had once belonged to me, and I had traded him off 
because be waa not of pure blood; that bis sire was a foxhound, 
and be was out of an ordinary bitch that looked like a beagle, 
but pedigree unknown. That he was worthless both In the field 
and stud, his get being over-sized and coarse, many of them 
deficient In tongue, and some utterly without, never uttering a 
cry (when) on the chase. The owner of this dog waa personally 
unknown to him, and though he could not but accept the facte as 
I gave them, and though be himself owned a capital eon of my 
Dyke, and had report of bis pedigree and field qualities from 
authority he could not question, be gave Major first prize, 
because be felt bound to set aside pedigree and field record la 
favor of the standard of form, the law laid down to him. With¬ 
out hesitancy, I recognized and admitted the justice of the 
decision. 

1 may add that the suspicion arises, from the tone of Mr. Heo- 
neasej’s criticism, that be Is a dealer in doge, whose business 
purposes were not served to his liking at Pltteburgb. 

What la the authority of judges, committees and directors 
worth,if every disappointed exhibitor may assail their characters, 
and revile their declslonsl What le the final tribunal if nothlug 
can lift the judges’ award above the cavil of disappointment or 
prejudice? 

Mr. Hennessey claims that, as exhibitors furnish the material 
with which to make such shows attractive and successful, they 
are therefore entitled to some consideration, and bis experience, 
as a rule, teaches him that bench show committees and judges 
do not agree with him aa to the amount of that couslderatlou 
due, especially, to Mr. J. Hennessey. I can’t wonder at that, for 
If hla claims to consideration are set as high as his attitude as 
critic, I don’t see how any ordinary committee or Judge would 
have enough to go around with Mr. Hennessey, to say nothing ol 
others. 

1 met with consideration on all sides at Pittsburgh, nor did I 
hear complaint from any one that he did not. Nay,more, I have 
exhibited and attended many shows, and have never yet found 
anv lack of proper consideration by committee-men and judges. 

But I hold that committees and judges, and particularly the 
latter, are entitled to peculiar consideration at the bande of ex- 
hlbltors, and I regret It as eminently unfortunate, when, after 
serving In a thankless capacity without reward, or hope of re¬ 
ward, they must bear the brunt of scurrilous Criticism at the 
hands of the disappointed, the Ignorant, or the mallcloua. Refe¬ 
rees, judges, aud umpires should be held, for the sake of tbclr 
office, as above the ordloary range of mud-sllnglog. And, to 
take a practical view of It, If they are nut, than the public posi¬ 
tion in which they have served an ungrateful constituency mutt 
be vacated, or be resigned to unworthy hands, for lack of gen¬ 
tlemen to act as arbiters. T. C. M. 


Jockeying at Field Trials,

Editor Ghicago Field ;—I have read both of Mr Whllford’s 
caustic letters In reply to the kennel editor (?) of Foretl ond 
Stream.

Then came the with¬ 
ering expeue of his Baron—Munchausenlsm by Mr. Jacob Peolz, 
the field editor of the Turf, Field and Farm, a gentleman who 
speaks only what be does know, and never hesitates to speak 
what be thinks proper that be should. Ever since, the kennel 
editor (?) of the Fared and Stream, when he Is being spoken of 
among the eognoacenli, Is termed the “Baron,” and, most noble 
warrior In fiction, be bravely sustains the right to the title.

Louis and Pittsburgh, and treats It as • 
new expeclment, when every exhibitor at dog abowi 
knows It la the old system by which our Amei- 
IcBU shows were judged, and Is nothing but a return to an old 
system. But then can It be wondered at, when be Is only In hjs 
A B C In kennel matters, and doea not yet know them? 
are a wonderful people, and make rapid progress, but we bsve 
not yet reached such proficiency that an expert critic can M 
made In nine months out of a man who then knew nothing 
the subject he attempts to criticise. He declares hla path to he 
strewn with difficulties. Undoubtedly correct, for the Ignorsat 
always labor nnder such disadvantages. For Mr. Whitford’s la' 
formation, I will state that twice he haa made application )<>' 
membership In the Eastern Field Trlali Club, and each Uh” 
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withdrew- ble oeme. Dame Ramor decUree the withdrawal to 
htfe been by advice to eave being rejected. 

The Idea that Mr. Whltford was guilty of trickery or Jockeying 
.t the Eastern Field Trials Clab's trials Is denied by those 
present, and the general opinion Is that the “ Baron" la so Igno¬ 
rant of what field trial work Is, that he would not know Jockey¬ 
ing If he saw It, and mistook a well-broken and well-handled dog 
for Jockeying. 

The letter of Hr. von Lengerke will no doubt be a revelation 
to many, but not to me and others, for the “ Baron" is quite 
au fate at such little double work. Indeed bis reputation Is sec¬ 
ond In this respect only to his “ Munchauseolsm." Qlve me a 
man who Is a man; a man who will stand up to, and back up 
any statement be makes, not one who Is all thinge to all men, 
and ready, as Mr. von Lengerke remarks, to stab a mao In the 
back. AU men despise such a one. No man can command re¬ 
spect who wears such a double face, and therefore sneh a man 
never can be an authority among and a representative of sports¬ 
men, for who can tell where to find him! The “ Baron," with 
all bis palaver and soft soap for one's face, and a knife for one's 
back, is, as a kennel editor, the most wretched failure, and the 
deadest of dead cocks in a pit. 

Moral. State only what you know. Be sure yon are right, and 
when you know you are right, stick to it under any and all cir¬ 
cumstances. Never sacrifice candor and manhood for profit or 
favor. Be not all things to all men. Never undertake what you 
know nothing about; and be not given to self-praise—vulgarly 
called blowing.

Black SpaiiieU. 

Cbicaoo, III. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —As an attempt is being made to 
bring the black English field spaniel prominently before tbe 
public In this country, a short description of tbe breed, copied 
from tbe recent work of Hugh Dalzlel, Esq., together with bis 
opinion of It, may prove Interesting to your readers. "The black 
spaniel In general appearance is that of a long, low set dog, leg- 
glness being looked upon as a great fault; the general contour, 
enhanced by the bright glossy Jet black coat, is very pleasing. 
The bead is long, both in skull and muzzle; the latter must not 
be pointed, but rather deep than square, the skull standing up 
well above tbe ear^ the forehead fairly shown, and the occiput 
well developed. Tbe ears are set low, as above inferred, lobe- 
sbaped, long, and well feathered, with straight and silky hair. 
Tbe eye la dark In color, pretty full, but not prominent or watery, 
as in the toy varieties. The neck Is long, pretty muscular when 
examined, covered thickly with longlsb hair. 

"Tbe whole barrel Is rather long, with a tendency to too much 
space between back ribs and hindquarters, which Is a fault. Tbe 
chest should be deep, ribs moderately sprung—the back ones 
well letdown—the back well do-bed with muscles. The should¬ 
ers should be moderately sloped, and .well clothed with muscles, 
forelegs straight, bind legs strong in stifle, and moderately bent; 
they must be strong of bone. The feet should be moderately 
round, andtbe soles thick and bard; the knuckles are not miicta 
sprung, and tbe whole foot should be a good size. Tbe tall, 
which la invariably docked, should be well feathered, and not 
carried higher thsn on a level with tbe back. The coat should 
be a Jet, glossy black, free from rustlness, and from white, 
although a few white hairs on the chest are no detriment. In 
texture the coat Is soft and silky, of good length, and free from 
curl, longest on the breast, tall, ears, and legs, which are. well 
feathered. 

A very good Idea of the weight and shape of the breed may 
be bad from tbe following measurement which be has given of 
" Mr. J. W. Dennison's black spaniel Beverlac, age three and 
three-quarter years, weight flfty-Tour pounds, height at shoulder 
fifteen and one-half inches, length from nose to set on of tall 
forty-one Inches, length of tail six Inches, girth of cheet twenty- 
seven Inches, girth of loin twenty-five Inches, girth of head 
eighteen inches, girth of forearm eight Inches, length of head 
from occiput to end of nose nine and one-half Inches, girth of 
muzzle midway between the eyes and end of nose nine and one- 
balf inches. I do not object to tbe black spaniel, bis beauty is 
undeniable, and the color is no Innovation, black having been 
recognized, and black and tan la also mentioned by old writers, 
but I say that in length of body and stamp of head, they are a 
departure from tbe old type, and for working qualities, a de¬ 
parture the wrong way. If we take our Illustration of Mr. 
Holmes’ Flirt, It mnst be admitted she does not look like a dog 
suited to a hard day's work In a rough country, although she 
may do to potter about the outside of a hedge or pat up a rabbit 
in tnrnlps. What we want Is a dog more compact, with shorter 
and stronger muscles covering the back, ribs, and bind quarters, 
and If the present fashion is to be maintained, tbe prejudice In 
favor of black color, long backe,'.and setter-llke beads. 

"I plead for two classes at all shows. If their purpose Is to Im¬ 
prove the various breeds of dogs for sporting purposes. One 
class for representing the Springer, most generally diffused 
throughout the country, and weighing over, say, twenty-five 
pounds, and a corresponding class for cockers, weighing from 
eighteen to twenty-five pounds. Small spaniels weighing from 
twenty pounds, or even leas, to twenty-four pounds, and of all 
colors, liver, black, white with liver or black, and in these flecked 
or mottled on legs and face, are still pretty numerous about the 
country, and many of them are as good as they are handsome. 
As one of the most beantiful. Intelligent and clever dogs, most 
useful, bustling and merry In covert or hedgerows, they should 
receive more encouragement Tbe spaniel is no less a favorite as 
a companion and housedog, for which bis watchfulness, sagacity, 
and fidelity, equal with hts gentleness of manners, and handsome 
appearance, eminently fit him." Judging from tbe above, one can 
plainly see that both tbe Springer, called In this country tbe 
modem or Improved cocker, he having been largely crossed with 
that breed, as well as tbe pure cocker, are looked upon with 
much favor by one of the principal Judges In England; and his 
Idea of the weight of the two classes It may be well for the com¬ 
mittee, appointed by the Cocker Club to form a standard, to con-

very happy to present him a pair. This was over fifty years ago, 
and tbe Major was then residing In Florida where be bad a plan¬ 
tation, and be was, during the Florida war, a colonel In a volnn- 
teer regiment, and during this time acqutr^ tbe nickname of 
“ Florida Bill." 

The progeny of this pair were distributed among friends, 
and must have been fairly numerous In tbe South, and 
tbe story I once read about Waddell's Old Phil coming from 
Texas, suggested to me that be might be one of this old strain. 
From Lundy came Topsy, and sbe was sent to New York, and 
warded by one of the old breed, and produced Mab, one of the 
best dogs ever owned In this section. She once “picked out,'' 
found, and pointed a bevy of quails, taking tbe same track at 
noon that two very good dogs had failed on several hours before, 
and of which, when sbe was put on, they took no notice. From 
her, by a very fine liver and white dog, came Rib, one of the beet 
bodied and best looking black pointers I ever saw, and he In turn 
got Mab II, who, as my friend was getting out of pointers and 
Into setters, was given to Mr. Geo. 8. Strong, of West Meriden, 
Conn., owner of the famous black pointer Pete, son of Waddell's 
Phil. The cross has nicked well, and he writes me lately, “ I 
shall stick to my • niggers ’ until I see something better, which I 
never have as yet." Tbe breed was well known as natural 
snipe dogs,aDd Inherited tbe finding and pointing Instinct In a re¬ 
markable degree. Mr. Geo. Barker, of Salem, Mass., who now 
owns Princess, a very noted bench show winner, with a coat like 
Batln,wbo also owned the famous Gillespie's Fan,also a noted bench 
show winner, with Mr. Gso. S. Strong, of West Meriden, Conn., 
are the only ones In the East who still stick to the breed. 

Before closing, I will add a few quotations from various au¬ 
thors, showing how high these dogs have stood In the past: Lav- 
erack, on page 63 of The Setter, says, “The Earl of Lonsdale's 
family have for more than half a century bad a breed of black 
pointers at Loutber Castle, Cumberland, famous for their good¬ 
ness and enduring qualities." Idstone, page 113 of The Dog, 
says, “Daniel Lambert, tbe fat prodigy of Leicester, was celea 
brated for bis breed of black pointers, their tails left as nature 
made them. In that respect being In advance of bis day." Vero 
Shaw, in his new book, says, “It Is no more than thirty or forty 
years ago since the breed of pointers were nearly white, or mostly 
variegated with liver-colored spots, except the celebrated stock 
of tbe then celebrated Duke of Kingston, whose breed of dlaclkt 
were considered tuperior to all In the kingdom, and sold for 
Immense sums after bis death." In tbe London Field, several 
years ago, I remember reading an article by SIxty-one, who Is 
mentioned In Laverack's book as possessing a fine strain of black 
and tan setters, In which article be says, “If be had not lost a 
breed of black pointers which were very superior, he should have 
owned more pointers than setters, as he considered the pointer 
strain he lost surpassed any breed of sporting dogs he ever pos¬ 
sessed." Several years ago, there was an article either In tVilket 
Spirit, or the Tarf, Field and Farm, giving an account of an ex¬ 
traordinary black pointer, and only In last week’s Cbicaoo 
Field, Mr. Coster mentions his Black Ned as surpassing all be 
ever owned. Wneo this craze for speed abites, and sportsmen 
want dogs easy to shoot over, and that will give the eame ease 
and comfort to the shooter, that an old coat or shoe dors to the 
wearer, the blacks will bold their own, and be much sought 
after, for none excel them in Inherited Instinct, as regards find¬ 
ing and pointing. 

I hope this may Interest your readers, and be of some service 
to .Mr. Whitman, and help In some small degree to bring to no¬ 
tice again certainly one of the most famous breeds of sporting 
dogs, according to the opinions from all sources, and at the same 
time fulfill my promise to you. D- L.

Editor Cbicaoo Field :—Attracted by the alluremenis set 
forth In a large poster Issued by the Sportsmen's and Fancier's 
Club, of Monson, Mass., announcing an exhibition of dogs, 
poultry, pigeons, etc., for three days, I drove down on Wednes¬ 
day, the second day of tbe show, and was well repaid for the 
long ride over our rough country roads. 

Tbe little town of Monson Is wide awake In sporting matters; 
its sportsmen are llve,go-ahead men and thoroughly good fellows. 
These exhibitions (of which I believe this was tbe third) are not 
given for the purpose of money-making, but to awaken and fos¬ 
ter an interest In Improved breeding of fowls and dogs, and the 
elevation of field sports. The members of the club deserve great 
credit for their endeavors In this direction, and should have the 
support and encouragement of the people at large. 

Tbe exhibition was held in tbe new Central Hall, which Is a 
model for elegance and convenience. I doubt If there is another 
town In tbe slate which can boast of such a nest, handsome 
hall. 

Althongh no prizes were offered,the entries of pigeons, poultry 
and dogs were very numerons, exceeding the expectations of tbe 
club, and the capacity of the hall. Owing to lack of room all of 
the dogs entered could not be shown at one time, some being re¬ 
moved, and others taking their places each day. 

There were over 100 coops of fowls and about 100 dogs entered, 
besides fifty cages at least, of singing birds, pet owls, foxes, rac¬ 
coons, monkeys, squirrels, muskrats and parrots. 

Tbe exhibit of firearms included everything from tbe old- 
fashioned blunderbuss up to tbe latest Improved modern breech¬ 
loader. One sporllng gun, entirely new to me, was a hammer- 
less breech-loader, made In Germany, by A. Blanke, which was 
unique In material, action and finish. The Fox, Parker, Scott 
and Greener guns were also exhibited. The finest and largest 
collection of guns and sporting utensils belonging to one person, 
was made by Mr. Charles Merrick. 

Tbe collection of stuffed birds and animals, though not large, 
wss excellent. Tbe principal attraction was a black fox which 
was shot in North Baatbam, Mass., by a memberof the American 
Fur Company, of Taunton, Mass. As I am not posted on tbe 
“points" which constitute the superiority of one fowl over 
another, I can only say of this portion of tbe exhibition, that 
all tbe hens, geese, turkeys, and pigeons looked “ good enough 
to eat." 

Tbe Angora cats and Angora rabbits filled my soul with envy. 
I have not longed so Intensely for cats and rabbits since I was 
a boy; they were “Just too sweet for anything." 

Among the dogs on exhibition, nhicb attracted my attention, 
I would mention a brace of very handsome English setters, Nip 
and Tuck, sired by Beacon, owned by Rufus Flynt; and a lemon 
and white, same sire, with a bead that reminded me of Leicester's 
owned by H. J. Ferry; al-o tbe orange sod white English setter 
Frank II, owned by Wm. Hellyar. 

llie native English setter clsss was excellent, and contained 
entries from tbe kennels of Messrs. J. O. Day, Rufus Fay, W. B. 
Morse, G. C. Flynt, and H. J. Ferry. 

Among tbe Gordon setters were Jock Jr., winner of first at 
New York, 1880; and Nip, who took first In puppy class at tbe 
same show. They are tbe property of Mr. G. 8. Sedgwick, and ex¬ 
hibited by Mr. H. J. Ferry, tbe noted breaker, lo whom the clnb 
are largely indebted for placing on exhibition many “ cracks" 
which were In his bands for training. 


The red Irish class was very good, and two youngsters, ton 
months old, one Plunket, and one Elcho, tbe property of .Messrs. 
Harris and Kinney, were particularly noticeable. 

The pointers were also fine, among them being Tramp, owned 
by Mr. E. Langdon Wilkes, winner of flr»t at New York, 1880. 

Cocker spaniels. Imported beagle hounds, foxhounds, deer¬ 
hounds, Newfoundlands, St. Bernards, Dalmatians, King Charles 
spaniels, Scotch and toy terriers, and Spi'z dogs, were all well 
represented; and an English water spaniel bitch, with nine 
puppies, perfect little beauties, was exhibited by Mr. W. B. 
Morse. 

Mr. N. S. Deipbta exhibited six spaniel hounds, a cross, as tbe 
name Indicates, between the spaniel and foxhound. They were 
bred originally by Colonel Foster, of Stafford, Conn. They are 
small, but very handsome, with Jet black eyes and noses.

Laverackg and Llenellins. * 

Stbatdrot, Ontario, Canada. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have read Wanderer's letter In 
your Issue of February 19. That part of it in which be refers to 
the Laverock and Llewellln setters, 1 wish to reply to. He speaks 
of those who prefer the Llewelltns to the pure Laverocks, as 
though they had been doing an Injustice to the latter strain, for 
the purpose of building up a reputation for tbe Llewelltns, for 
their own aggrandizement. I do not think that Wanderer per¬ 
fectly understands the question he Is writing on. If be did, 1 do 
not think he would have written just as he has. He says he Is 
pleased to see that the Laveracks have been successful, both 
on the show bench and in tbe field. So am I. Their record on 
the bench, that of tbe bitches especially, lo England, has per¬ 
haps been equal to tbe Llewellins, but at field trials - no one 
strain of English setters has a .record equal to the Llewellins. 
He says, tbe Laveracks have been robbed of their reputation by 
ambitious breeders, who were more anxious to establish a repn- 
tation for themselves, than to do justice to tbe memory of one, 
who did mole to breed setters to perfection thsn any breeder who 
ever lived. I presume from tbe wording of this sentence I am 
classed with these ambitious breeders, and if so, I am quite con¬ 
tent to accept of tbe situation. He says thst tbe Llewellins, 
which have been so successful at field trials, are largely Indebted 
to the Laveracks for the blood that runs in their veins. Of 
course they are, but he does not say It Is field trial winning blood 
which tbe Llewellins get from the Lsverack side. He goes on 
to say. If a half or three-quarter bred Lsverack is good, why Is 
not a foil bred one equally as good, or perhaps better. That 
question Is very easily answered. The Llewellln setter Is a cross 
between the Duke—Rhoebe, or Rake blood, on the one side, and 
tbe Laveracks on the other; the reason for crossing them was 
to produce in the same animal the good qualities of each side, 
leaving out the bad, or that which was not desirable. 

I do not see bow, or why, a breeder of Llewellins should be 
jealous of tbe pure Laveracks, as Wanderer insinuates. I think 
I bsve bred as many Llewellln setters as any man living, save 
perhaps, Mr. Llewellln himself, and certainly I have no such 
feeling. If I prefer the Llewellins as field dogs to the pure 
Laveracks. It Is becanse the experience I have had with them has 
taught me to believe that Llewellins are superior to tbe pure 
Laveracks. As to saying bow much credit Is due. to the pure 
Laveracks and how much lo tbe Duke—Rhoebe side, is a ques¬ 
tion I do not propose going into. It is something like breeding 
a foxhound to a greyhound to get some of the qualities of both 
In the one animal, and for the good qualities both sides must 
receive credit. As to how near to breed to the pure Laverack 
side depends, perhaps, more on sire and dam selected than the 
actual amount of blond of either side each has In its veins. 

Llewellln's Count Wind'em Is, lo my opinion, tbe best English 
setter, either dog or bitch that lives ti-Jav, or ever did live; he 
la two-thirds Lavenck, and Mr. Llewellln has bred Princess, a 
pure Laverack, to him, three of the progeny being entered in the 
English Derby for 1881. 

Perhaps tbe beet field dog, a pure Laverack, which we have a 
public record of, is Llewellln's Countess, and she was considered 
In her day a wonderful bitch. Mr. Llewellln told me himself he 
bad bred many dogs (Llewellins) since, which were better than 
she. I am glad Messrs. Snellenburg and McConnell are breeding 
pure Laveracks. I always keep them for breeding purposes In 
my own kennel, and If no other body bred them I should have to 
do ft myself. The Llewellins, which have a long pendulous ear, 
and long silky coat, are Indebted for that to the Laverack side, 
but the open, slashing gait which many of them possess, they 
have to thank old Dan for. 

As to the delicacy of tbe pure Laveracks, as puppies, T know 
nothing about it, never having reared any, but as grow n dogs, 
more rugged, healthy, and better feeding dogs I never owned.

TrHining My Pup. 

Kingston, Pa. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I write not ssan expert dog-trainer, 
but as one who loves the air and scenery of tbe mounialns and 
woods, and tbe eibllaratlon attending the pursuit of game, who 
bad seen good dogs work, but still as a novice, so 1 purchased a 
blue-blood setter and attempted to break him. My views were 
probably not orthodox In dog-breaking doctrine, but they were 
mine and they have bad " free course." and after a time I have 
succeeded. 

I had read that I must snap caps and discharge pistols and 
guns near my pup to cure any possible tendency to gun-shyness. 
At eight months old I took him in tbe field to accustom him to 
the report of a gun. I occasionally shot a small bird (game 
that he had no sort of Interest In),it being out of season for game 
birds, and shot gisss balls until be became Intensely gun-shy. 
Once be left me and ran home, and I was nearly vexed enough 
to shoot him. At another lime I tied him near me while shoot¬ 
ing glass balls. He was deaf for several days after; I snapped 
caps near him, and be was perfectly terrified. 

If I were to break another dog, I would seldom snsp a cap, or 
fire a gun near him until be was Introduced to game, and my 
opinion is that a well bred setter will care bnt very little abont 
tbe report of a gun when bis nose is well into a flock of quails, 
provided be Is well. If he Is suffering from distemper, hts 
nerves will be weak and he will lack spirit. 

My pnp was early seized with distemper, which held him lo 
its grip for five months. 

At tbe opening of tbe game season lo September, It was with 
dlIBculty that I conid Induce him to follow me to tbe woods 
with a gun. I stopped firing my gun, except at long Intervals; 
still he would simply remain at my heels, and as be was then 
fourteen months old, I could only go ont with him occasionally, 
and I thought bis Improvement was very slow. One day in Sep¬ 
tember I had been out nearly half a day and without seeing any¬ 
thing, and consequently without shooting, when suddenly I 
sprang a woodcock. My pup bad a glimpse of him; I brought 
him to where tbe bird had been sitting, and he show^ Interest. 
I soliloquized that “I would give fifty dollars to bag that bird." 
The bird rose again, and I shot but did not know that I killed 
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him. The pup’s ardor was dampeued, but still he snuSed about 
somewhat, and suddenly stiffened and pointed toward a sod over¬ 
hanging from the root of a tree. I approached cautiously, won- 
during what could be there, and reaching under the dead grass 
brought out one of the fattest woodcocks that I ever saw.

THE PROPOSED HIA88ACHUSETTS CAME LAW. 

We have received a copy of the act for the better preaervatloD 
of blrda, deer aod game, now peoding in the MaseachuBette legla- 
lalure. 

It provides for the close seasons on game birds ae follows: 
Ruffed grouse and woodcocks, January 1 to September 1; quails, 
January 1 to October 15; upland plovers, January 1 to July 15. 

It prohlblU the taking or killing of deer, except during the 
months of October and November, and the hunting of deer at 
any time of the year by the use or aid of dogs, and allows any 
person to kill any dog found chasing or hunting deer. 

It prohibits the killing of the grey squirrel, hare or rabbit be¬ 
tween March 1 and September 1. 

It prohibits entirely the taking or killing of prairie chickens, 
except upon grounds of owners, and then only such birds as such 
owner may have placed there. 

It prohibits the killing, upon their breeding grounds, between 
May 1 and September 1, of wild pigeons, doves, herring and 
mackerel gulla, terns or sea-swallows; and provides for the pro¬ 
tection of Insectivorous birds end their eggs, and prohibits trsp- 
plng, except by the owner of the land,and limits him to the period 
between September 1 and January 1, following. Wood ducks, 
teal and black ducks are protected between May 1 and Septem¬ 
ber 1. 

The bill seems carefully framed, and la apparently well Intended 
to answer the purposes of protection, except the proviso to the 
second section, which allows the having In possession and selling 
of quails during the flrst four months of the year. If such quails 
were legally taken or killed, and places. In case of prosecution, 
the burden of proof upon the defendant to ehow that the quails 
were not taken or killed contrary to the provisions of the act. 
We are totally opposed to any such provision, as It will be found 
an utter Impossibility to convict any person of a violation of the 
law during the months of January, February, March and April, 
the very months during which the game needs the best and most 
complete protection. 

We do not approve of the final clause of the eighth section, 
which allows any person to kill any dog found chasing or hunt¬ 
ing deer. It does not seem right to our mind that a dog should 
be killed for following bis natural Instincts, or for doing that 
which he haa been educated to do. Punish the owner for the 
intentional evasion of the law, or for any carelessness which may 
so result, but do not kill the dog for the fault of the man. 

With these two exceptions, the bill seems a very good one, and 
should become a law.

Scott, well known ae an author on fishing, and a long-time con¬ 
tributor to the S}iirU of the Timet ; Saunders D. Bruce, of the 
Turf, Field and Farm; Charles Uallock, the founder, and recent 
editor of Forat and Stream, and others, for the propagation of 
game, cultivation of timber, and kindred objects. It possessed 
12,000 acres of open ground and cover, embracing twelve large 
lakes, which was appropriated to bunting and fishing purposes, 
and a fine club house, expressly fitted up for the use of Its mem¬ 
bers, with stables. Ice-house and other necessary out-bnildlngs, 
rifle and pistol ranges, and exercising grounds for ladles and 
gentlemen. In Its early'^ays It had a precarious existence, and 
was kept alive by the efforts and contributions of a few mem¬ 
bers, but now, after a decade, It baa passed Into a period of ex¬ 
traordinary prosperity. This we learn from Its secretary, Mr. T. 
W. B. Hughes, of the board of brokers. New Tork. Its limit of 
membership, two hundred, is now full. Under the by-laws, the 
price of admission to any new member, above that number, for 
any new share, Is one thousand dollars, thereby making the good 
will and fixtures (t) $200,000. F.arly In the mouth of January 
last the club house was burned down, owing to a defective flue 
from the kitchen. The building was large, and very well finished 
and appointed. It was covered by Insurance, the amount of 
which, $12,800, bos been paid to the assoclatloo, who have 
voted to rebuild at once, and It will be open foroccupstlon by the 
end of May. The chib was never In so fine a condition as at 
present. More than half of Its members are down town New 
Tork bankers and brokers. Its president Is Mr. John McGinnis, 
of McQInnlss Bros. & Fearing. The association recently made 
Mr. Charles Hsllock a life member, In consideration of bis valua¬ 
ble services In establishing the club. 


The Wisconsin Game Law.— One of our special correspondents 
who has just returned from a trip to Madison, WlB.,wbere be held 
a series of very pleasant interviews with senators Quarles, Fifleld 
and Wtley,and representative Peterson, and other members of the 
SBsembly, In relation to the bill for a new game law which Is now 
before the senate, Informs us that It Is the opinion of these gen¬ 
tlemen the bill will pass the senate in substantially Its origins! 
shape, but there is known to be considerable opposition to it In 
the house, and It Is feared that some of Its most vital points may 
have to be surrendered before It passes that body. We were sur¬ 
prised to lesrn that several prominent sportsmen of Madison, and 
other points In the state, are working to defeat the clauses pro¬ 
hibiting Spring duck shooting, and the shooting of prairie chick¬ 
ens at any time for three years. There Is also some opposition 
to the provisions for the appointment of game officers to enforce 
the law. Still, the gentlemen named above, and many other firm 
friends of the bill are pledged to stand by It and fight for It to 
the last,and hope to carry It through without Important change. If 
the clause providing for the game oSlcers falls* it Is scarcely 
worth while to pass the bill at all, for the law would simply 
be what the old law has been—a dead letter. Let every friend 
of game protection In the State of Wisconsin appeal to bis repre¬ 
sentatives al once, either by letter or In person, to exert their ut¬ 
most Influence In behalf of this most Important measure. 


Migratort Quails. —In our Natural History departmeut we 
publish a letter, regarding the Importation of migratory quails 
this season, from Mr. Horace P. Tobey, of 17 Oliver bt., Boston, 
Mass. As will be seen, those who desire to Impart have but a 
short time to get their orders to Mr. Tobey, as they should reach 
him before April 1, with any certainty of being filled. The price 
la, aa last year, thirty dollars for a cage containing one hundred 
birds. To Mr. Tobey we are Indebted for the Importation of the 
migratory quail; and he kludly consents this year, as In previous 
years, to receive the orders, and the birds when they arrive. Mr. 
Tobey does not derive any pecuniary benefit from hie Interest in 
the subject. It being with him solely a labor of love. We trust 
the Importations will be as large this year as last, for the expense 
Is trifling, and we have great confidence In acclimating the bird. 
In a country covering so vast an area of territory as ours, os a 
natural consequence It must take time before practical results 
will be realized from the Importations, but If the birds are not 
shot off and the Importations are continued, the practicability of 
It will be realized eventually. 


Tbs Derby. —We publish the list of entries, so far received 
by the secretary, Mr. Joseph H. Dew, for the second American 
Derby, to be run at the National American Kennel Club’s trials 
this next Fall at Grand Junction, Tenn. Those who Intend 
making entries should do so at once, as they close April 1. It 
will be remembered all puppies whelped on or after April 1, 1880, 
are eligible. Each entrance Is five dollars, which muat accom¬ 
pany the entry, and ahould be addresaed to Mr. Joseph F. Dew, 
Columbia, Tenn. The form of entry can be seen by reference to 
the entries, viz., the name of owner, color and sex of entry, the 
sire and dam, and the sire and dam of the sire and dam of entry. 
If known, and thongh last, not least, the date of birth of puppy 
entered. We want to see the entries this year outnumber the 
Derby of last year, and we trust our readers will look to It that 
they do. 


The California Game Law. —We are pleased to note that an 
amendment to the law for the protection of quails In Csllfornia, 
Introduced by Senator Traylor, of San Francisco, has passed the 
senate, and will, without doubt, pass the lower branch of the leg¬ 
islature. 'It punishes those having quails in possession during 
the close season, and It Is Intended for the especial benefit of 
trappers, who have been in the habit of shipping from the south¬ 
ern connttee of the state to the San Francisco market. 


Mr. Tillbt. —As we explained In our laat laaoe, we bad then 
only time sufficient to briefly announce the death of Mr. James 
K. Tilley, of Locust Valley, L. I., on February 27tb, of pneu¬ 
monia. Mr. Tilley was s genial gentleman and an ardent sports¬ 
man, and had a large circle of acqualntancesand personal friends, 
who will mourn hie death. He was always to be seen at the 
Eastern shows, at which he.wss a prominent exhibitor, and also 
was present at both of the Eastern Field Trials Clnb’s meetings, 
at the last of which we met him, apparently in bis usual good 
health, and little did we then think that we should so soon be 
called upon to record bis death. 

The Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association Tournament. 
—During the coming tournament of the Illinois State Bporta- 
men’s Aseoclatlon at Chicago, It Is proposed to have a team shoot 
for a purse, with no entrance fee but the price of the birds. Each 
team to consist of four members from any organized club In the 
world, and as many such teams from each club as may desire to 
enter. The cumber of birds to be shot at Is not yet fixed upon, 
but will be half single and half double rises. Those entering 
must have been bona-fide members of the club they enter from, 
prior to April 1, 1881.

The drafts of tbe two bills ta reported by the committee were 
then read by sections, and full and extended discussion followed, 
and was participated In by nearly every person present. Tbe 
results of this discussion were tbe following changes from ex¬ 
isting and recommended laws, adopted by the association, viz: 

1. Making the legal season for killing deer uniform ae to time 
In both peninsulas, on the ground that the climatic diflferencea 
between the two sections were not sufficient to warrant tbe legil 
seoaon In the upper peninsula, opening six weeks In advance of 
that In the lower peninsula. 

2. Striking out tbe words “ buck, doe or fawn, and inserting 
the words “deer, Certmt virginianvt" It being held that the 
correct scientific came was essential to Indisputable clearness. 

8. Opening tbe legal woodcock season upon August 1, Instead 
of July 5. 

4. The Interdiction of the killing of any prairie chicken until 
otter September 1, 1883. 

6. The commencement of the legal colln or quail season upon 
November 1, Instead of October 1, 

6. The prohibition of shooting from batteries and sink- 
boxes. 

7. Tbe prohibition of shooting duck* after sundown. 

8. Allowing but five days for the transportation of game after 
the expiration of the legal season. Instead of fifteen, and eight 
days In which to sell or expose for sole Instead of fifteen. 

9. Prohibiting tbe taking or killing save for the purpose of 
consumption os food, within the limits of tbe state, any deer, 
ruffed grouee, colln or quail, pinnated grouse, wild turkeys, 
spwkled trout and. grayling except such as are the product of 
private ponds or hatcheries, or state or United States hatcheries. 

10. Tbe prohibition of killing deer In water In any of tbe 
ponds, lakes or streams In tbe state. 

Tbe hill of the secretary for expenditures since September IS,, 
for$l7.06 and bill of the preeldentfor expenditures, $19.86, were 
allowed and ordered paid. 

Ou motion, adjourned until 1:30 p. m.

WKDNBSDAT SVICNIXO SESSION—JAN. 26, 1881. 

Meeting called to order in the hall of representatives by the 
president at 8 p. m. 

Minutes of the previous meeting read and after corrections ap¬ 
proved. 

The following gentlemen were elected individual members, 
Hon. Allen B. Morse, of Ionia; Hon. T. S. Cobb, Kalamazoo;

President Holmes, chairman of the committee on “ Nomencla¬ 
ture, both popular and scientific,” then read tbe following report: 

BEPOKT or TOE COMMITTEE ON NOMENCLATURE. 

The careful analyses of classification with reference to certain 
genera submitted by your committee on nomenclature at the ses¬ 
sion of 1880, will, we tbink, sufficiently Indicate the methods 
adopted by your present committee In arriving at tbe conclusions 
and nomenclature, ” both popular and scientific,” recommended 
In this report. It will, therefore, be unnecessary to occupy your 
time In the enunciation of our analyses of the geuera herein con¬ 
sidered, and we will proceed at once to our Usk, and continue 
the work of making a correctly named list of Michigan game 
animals of “ fur, fin and feather,” by naming a portion of our 
water-fowl. We do not Intend to make a complete list of any 
order or family, but confine ourselves to such species as occur 
either habitually or accidentally In our state. As belonging to 
the latter doss we may mention the ttmnt. There are but two 
species that can be considered as belonging to our fauna, even 
accidentally. These are tbe whistling swan, Cygnut Amerteanut; 
also called the American swan, and tbe Trumpeter swan, Oygnut 
bueeanator. 

Of the goose family there are but two genera containing 
species likely to be found within the borders of onr common¬ 
wealth. 

ThegooKgtnut, proper; all having bright or light-colored feet 
and bills, and white or much varied plumage, namely: Tbe 

White Fronted Goose, Ans«r oZAI/rons; also called prairie brant, 
and speckle belly. This Is probably Identical with tbe white- 
fronted goose of Europe. 

Snow goose, Awr hyptrboreu *; also called white brant. 

Lesser Snow Goose, Aater hyperbortue ; variety afbaftu. Like 
the snow goose, only smaller. 

Blue Goose, Anur earulesem; also called bald brant. 

7%s brant ffsntu, proper; all having black feet and bills, and 
tbe head and neck black with white spaces, the general color of 
the body being gray, namely; The 

Canada Brant, Brante eanadsruis; also called Canada goose, 
gray goose, and common wild goose. This Is the only goose—or 
properly speaking— brant, that Is common In Michigan. There 
la a variety, Ltueopariea, which is not known to have occurred In 
this stale, while the 

Hutchins Brsnt, Brania canadmU, var. hutehituti, Is quite 
generally distributed, and Is smaller than the Canada brant. 

The Brant, Brania bernUta ; also called brant goose, barnacle 
goose. There is a well defined variety of this brant, viz; 

The Black Brsnt, Brania btrniela, yar. NlgrUanf, on which 
the black Is more extensive. 

Of our ducks there are three sub-famllles, viz., the Anatinm, 
the liver or fresh-water ducks; the FuUguHnm, the sea, or deep¬ 
water ducks, and tbe Uerglna, tbe fish ducks. 

Of our shoal-water or river ducks we will enumerate as bs- 
longlng to our avl-fauna: 

The Mallard, Anna botchat. The male Is also called tbe green- 
head, and the female the grey duck. 

The Black Dock, Anat obieurut, also called dusky duck, and 
black mallard. 

The Pinnated Duck, Ana* aeuta, also called the sprIgtalL 

The Gadwall, Anat itreperut, also called grey dock. 

The Widgeon, Anai amertcana, also called the American 
widgeon, and bald pate. 
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The Shoveler, Ana$ clypeata. also called broad-blll. 

Tbe Wood-duck, Ana* ipoma, also called Bummer duck and 
tree duck. 

Of tbe teal genus we have here: 

The Green-winged Teal, Qaerqutdula ciroHnentit. 

The Blue-winged Teal, Querquedula dUcort. 

Of the deep-water or diving ducks found more or less habitu¬ 
ally on our waters during their migrations, we notice: 

The Oanvas-back Duck, Fuliguia vaiUmeria. 

The Red-head Duck, Fuliguia ftrina, var. Americana, also 
called pactaard, red headed widgeon, and rufus-necked dock. 

The Blue-bill Duck, Fuliguia mania, also called big blsck head, 
greater scaup duck, raft, duck, fiocklng fowl, and shuffler. 

The Little Blue-bill, Fuligula affi,nU ; with tbe same local names 
as are applied to the next preceding species, with tbe word lit¬ 
tle prefixed. 

Tbe Ring-necked Duck, Fuliguia eolariai sometimes Improperly 
called blue-bUl. e e j 

Tbe Golden Eye Dock, Fuliguia clangula, also called garrat, 
and whistle wing. 

The Buffle-hesded Duck, Fuliguia albeola, also called butter- 
ball, spirit duck, and dipper. 

The Lake Huron Scoter, Fuliguia bimaeulata, also called 
American black scoter and coppernose. 

Of tbe fish ducks we have three species, viz.: 

The Gooeandi-r, Mrrgut merganerr, also called merganser, fish 
duck, and sheldrake. 

The Red-breasted Merganser, Mtrgut terralor, also called fish 
duck and sheldrake. 

The Hooded Merganser, M'rgut eucuUatut. Also called saw- 
billed diver. 

This list embraces tbe more Important species of the water- 
fowls that frequent Michigan marshes and waters, or that will be 
likely to be captured by the duck shooting members of this asso¬ 
ciation. Tet there Is no doubt but others do occur, and we here 
beg tbe privilege of requesting members of the Michigan Sports¬ 
men’s Association who may chance to secure any rare specimens 
of ducks or waders, or other birds, to send them with a statement 
of the time and place of capture and as near as may be, tbe num¬ 
ber of tbe same kind observed; also the color of the eyes, bill 
and feet when first taken. The specimens will be returned to the 
sender If desired. If we would all cultivate the habit of observ¬ 
ing and carefully noting novelties, anomalies and unusual occur¬ 
rences, It would add Immensely to the pleasure of our recreation 
trips, and would give us something to think of besides slaughter 
and a “ big bag." 

Tour committee ask tbe further attention of tbe association for 
a few minutes while we review a portion of the report on nomen¬ 
clature made last year, which was accepted, and the recommen¬ 
dations adopted, excepting that part pertaining to Orlyx virgin- 
ianut, called quail at tbe North, and partridge at the South. 
We do not propose to go Into a minute description of the three 
birds Involved In this question, as they are too well known to In¬ 
telligent sportsmen to require It. But we wish to submit a few 
generalizations. The name quail baa been applied to the Cotur- 
tiiz eommunix for ages. No one disputes Its correctness. It be¬ 
longs to the European bird, that has been quite largely Introduced 
Into this country within the last few years. It Is equally true and 
undisputed that the quail, Columix commurtii, sometimes called 

migratory ” quail. Is distinct from our American bird, Ortyx 
virginianus, not only specifically but generlcally distinct. In 
habits these two birds differ as essentially as the barnyard fowl 
from the Guinea hen. It Is manifestly Improper to call two en¬ 
tirely different birds by tbe same name, and as the name quail 
properly and Indisputably belongs to Cotumix communU, It cer¬ 
tainly does not belong to Onyx virginianu*. 

Again, the name partridge as IndlspuUbly belongs to Ferdix 
einma. No one disputes It. Now, although our orlyx Is nearer 
to perdix than It is to cotumix, yet It Is likewise essentially differ¬ 
ent from the former. Ornithologists acknowledge It to bo gen¬ 
erlcally different. And as perdix was christened partridge In the 
vernacular long before orlyx was known to civilized man, he Is 
certainly entitled to the name. As before stated. It Is manifestly 
Improper to call two distinct birds by the same name. Therefore 
our ortyx should not be called partridge. In the light of this 
simple logic we see why tbe controversy that has been so warmly 
carried on for years as to whether our bird should be called a 
quail or a partridge, has been so entirely unsatisfactory. The 
simple fact Is, be should not be called either—because ho Is not 
either. Tbe controversy has had just as much point as would a 
discussion of the question as to whether man shoold be called an 
.n-c nr a livlioon. He should not be called either, because he Is 
neither. 

Then what shall we call our Ortyxt The term Bob White has 
been proposed for him, and Is occasionally used, but It Is not 
eupbonlous, and does not seem to meet with favor. Although It 
Is not Inappropriate as applied to him It will not suit bis cousins. 
It would be manifestly Improper to say the California Bob White, 
and the mounUln Bob White, etc. Their voices would belle the 
name. But the name recommended by your committee last year 
Is not liable to any of these objections. It Is euphonious. It la 
short, easily written and easily spoken. It Is appropriate to all our 
American birds, of what has been called the quail genus. It 
sounds well, and la appropriate to say the Virginia colln, the 
California colln, the mountain colln, the Massena colln, etc. 
Then again the name CMn has the right of priority. It was 
used In probably the earliest descriptions of our bird. It Is 
given In both Webster’s and Worcester's unabridged dictionaries 
as the name of our bird. Also In Chamber's Encyclopedia, and. 
In Henry Thornton Wharton’s List of British Birds, which Is 
authoritative, we find *^Ortyx virginianue —Virginian colln.” It 
seems quite Important that an undisputed name should be 
adopted for all our game, so that when they are named In our 
laws there will be no ambiguity about tbe meaning of those laws. 
We therefore respectfully recommend the adoption of CoUn as 
the vernacular or common name of Ortyx virginianuM. 

All of which Is respectfully submitted.

Save Onr Uame—A Reply to Colonel Bond. 


CuiOAOo, III. 

Editor Chicago Field;—I n your Issue of January 8 , Colonel 
E. 8. Bond, a game dealer, contributes a stetement of the '' game 
trade of Chicago,” showing how many thousand deer and how 
many thousand barrels of quails are shipped via Chicago to 
Eastern markets. His sum touls, showing tbe wholesale destruc¬ 
tion of game In the West, are simply horrible and appalling. 

Colonel Bond prefaces his statistics of extermination with the 
remark that, “while, having no desire to engage In a discussion 
of game laws, he thinks game dealers can, with some propriety, 
ask sportsmen what equivalents they offer tbe public for tbe 


surrender of a business Interest amounting annually to the sum 
of two million dollars.” 

Bportsmen must render a guid pro quo If “ the public” Is to be 
deprived of game (and IncldenUlly, of course, the dealer of bis 
profits). In other words, people wantgame for food, and therefore 
all wild fowls and animals must be killed off by tbe wholesale. 
But If tbe game Is exterminated “the public” will hunger In vain 
for It, as the dealer will for bis profits. 

It Is a somewhat stale trick among dishonest politicians, as 
soon as a legislative steal Is exposed, to howl down opposition by 
declaring such opposition to bo hostile to “public Interests,” and 
often the public Is gulled Into acquiescence In the steal by this 
very hypocritical clamor of tbe thieves. Public opinion must 
be awakened to the protection of American game, as It baa been 
aroused to tbe preservation of fish In our lakes and rivers. 

According to Colonel Bond’s theory, the wholesale slaughter 
and certain extermination In tbe near future of tbe buffalo Is 
justified, because tbe world needs buffalo skins. The buffalo 
hunter, laughing at an Impotent government, says; “ What are 
you going to do about Itl” And the dealer In bides says. In the 
language of Mr. Bond, “ What equivalent do you render the pub¬ 
lic for the surrender of this valuable business Interesti” 

To one who does not perhaps fully understand business Intei^ 
ests. It would seem a wise business policy not to kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg. Our game should be conserved In just 
about tbe same way that other animal food Is conserved. 

We slaughter cattle end sheep for food, but we do not exter¬ 
minate tbe species; we permit them In due season to propagate 
and bring forth their young that the Increase may supply the 
place of those taken for food. Unless protected by statutes 
which are enforced, tbe game of the great West will practically 
disappear In this generation. 

The proper dominion of tbe state, as regards game. Is so Illy 
defined In our laws, or to speak more accurately. Is so Illy defined 
In that living public sentiment which creates laws, and secures 
their enforcement, that It Is a difficult matter to give real and 
needed protection to game. 

There Is a fierce race of diligence among market hunters to bag 
the most of It possible,and the devil take the hindmost; the mar¬ 
ket is glutted, and much game rote In the stalls or la sold for a 
song. 

The general government,of late years,has been forced by neces¬ 
sity to arrest the wholesale destruction of timber on tbe public 
lands. It has the power and right to prevent likewise the ex¬ 
termination of game on the public domain, and could do this at 
little cost, thus perpetuating a valuable food supply, through 
many generations, which Is now threatened with exhausi ion. The 
United States should have Its officers and agents to protect game 
on tbe public lands just as It now has these officials everywhere 
to protect timber trees. 

So, too, the game laws of the Western States should be amended 
to make game protection rather a matter of police regula¬ 
tion than of penal or criminal law. For example. Instead of a 
tardy complaint before a justice of the peace, and arrest by a 
clumsy constable, let authority be given the sheriffs of counties, 
under tbe general police powers of the state, to swear In all per¬ 
sons Interested, farmers, land-owners, and even sportsmen, as 
special police to enforce tbe game laws, with power to arrest on 
sight, without warrant, every violator of the law and bring him 
before a magistrate. It Is believed that under such a system the 
game would secure better protection than It does under present 
laws. 

But aside from all this, as a matter of commercial and political 
economy, the rapid disappearance of game In the West touches 
something deeper than our pockets and our stomachs. It touches a 
profound sentiment In tbe hearts of many men. Tbe “gentle 
science of woodcraft,” as Frank Forester beautifully calls It, 
binds all Its lovers In no common bond, for there Is a strong 
brotherhood among men who seek wood and field to drive out 
artificiality from their hearts, and to find new Inspiration face to 
face with nature. Such men feel akiu, like believers in the same 
religion. 

When you meet atrue lover of dog and gun you look upon him 
almost as a blood relation. When one reads In tbe Chicago 
Field a letter like that of Boone to Guido, one feels like taking 
the next train for Storm Lake, Iowa, to grasp the honest hand 
of the writer. 

I hold that field sports bring about a resurrection of nature In 
men’s souls when they have become belittled and cramped by 
an artificial civilization. Something is re-created In us which 
has lain dormant and forgotten, and our spirits are carried back 
from tbe burden and heat of dusty noon to the Inspiration and 
glory of sunrise. 

How many Americans In these days die suddenly. In the prime 
of life, from what has now grown to be called ’’The American 
Disease,” viz.: overvork. A few days’ recreation In bunting each 
year would, perhaps, have prolonged those useful lives for many 
more years than the days lost in the field. 

But men must have an inborn. Instinctive love for field and 
woodcraft, something akin to the poetic instinct, to reap and 
breathe all Its beauties and benefits. To such men tbe wholesale 
destruction of our game Is Inexpressibly painful. It Is something 
like being deprived of sight or taste; and the reasons urged for 
such extermination only add Insult to the Injury felt. 

In Drake’s beautiful “Ode to tbe American Flag,” the azure 
and crimson of the sunset sky were torn away to paint the colors 
on our national banner. For such a purpose the heavens might 
well yield their brightest colors, but If those celestial tints were 
robbed from nature's dome to paint the sign of a game dealer 
on South Water street, 

" 'Twonld bo a sight to make Ihc angols weep." 

It Is even more shameful and sacrilegious that the many varieties 
of beautiful birds and animals evolved, preserved, and differen¬ 
tiated by God’s fostering laws through ®ons of time, should be 
exterminated in a few short years, because, forsooth, their ex¬ 
tinction adds two million dollars per year to the American meat 
business! 

Think of onr grand forests, once tbe appropriate home of 
antlered herds, now, like deserted cities, all unpeopled. 

Think of our hills and hazel dells, where once you heard tbe 
cheerful cry of the quail, now quite silent. 

I, for one, air, am thankful that the great champion of the 
American quail of bygone days Is In his peaceful grave, all un¬ 
mindful that his eloquent pleadings for their protection were 
wholly In vain. I say that I, for one, am glad that tbe author 
of those remarkably beautiful papers on the American quail, 
which appeared In New York years ago over the norn de filume of 

J. Cypress, Jr., Is no longer living to witness the rapid extinc¬ 
tion of that perfect little creature whose keen Instincts and cun¬ 
ning ways had woo his love. 

It Is some consolation to know that whst he has written will 
live as a classic In our literature, and touch the hearts of many 
after tbe quails are all dead. yy, g. g.

days of turnip fields walked in line—these days of pheasants 
walked, crowded up into a corner, poked up with sticks. liuturlnK 
tport, all that is left of sport in these defcenerate days—these 
out in our face with barrel after barrel let olT at them before you 
think of putting up your gun even at a bird which Is really, 
wbolly and solely yours by all the laws of woodcraft—these 
days of bares and rabbits wandering about by your feet, guns 
echoing on all sides of you—shot "pinging'' into the trees aud 
bushes all aroiiud—shot rattling about your ears—shot stinging 
about your legs. Give me the lone hillside—give me the blue 
niountalns—clothed with luxuriant purple—give me the rippling 
burn—the somber flat—the bright, treai herous bog—give me the 
bracing sir, and give Hie the brace of dogs, Hying away In the 
distance—give me these to look at, those to dwell on with hungry 
eyes and expectant soul, this is worth doing—worth longing for, 
worth enjoying to the uttermost. 'TIs a bright, sunny, cloudless 
morulng even at the early hour of seveu, as we turn out, Invig¬ 
orated by an icy cold hath from mountain spring, to the lawn 
before our shtaitlog lodge. 

The surrounding mountains towering far above and stretching 
away interminably Into the distance, make it look like a valley— 
that In which we stand; but the aneroid marks It still 91)0 feet 
above the level of the sea ; the pure air fans our facc,and breathes 
health and vigor Into every pore as we saunter out to Inspect the 
kennel, and lo select the team for the day's work. It Is an 
awful season, the ground Is baked to the consistency of iron; the 
wiry sprays of the burnt heather cut even the hardened feet of 
doge well tended and exercised for weeks on the hard road, like 
sharpened steel, and the balls of some of those feet look as If 
they bad been made for weeks the receptacle of a constant change 
of mighty pins—we send on three of the soundest; It Is all we 
can afford, and they must work one by one; no dog this weather 
ought to go more than two hours at a stretch. 

We see them start, led by a “douce gillie,” who we can take 
an affidavit will neither hurry himself nor them; then give the 
others a canter down across the meadow to the little burn: let 
them go lo and cool their feet and tongues, then back again and 
Into breakfast—and what a breakfast one can eat In the High¬ 
lands—fish, chops, bacon, cold grouse, eggs, all disappear like 
magic. 

Niue o'clock—the waggonette at the door--away we go on 
the strongest of springs—the roughest of mads—now winding 
along the side of a precipice—now descending Into a burn, but 
ever really going upward—upward, on to the purple hills, ever 
varying scenery, but yet so like—mountain crowding on moun¬ 
tain—away for miles in the distance space, ap|)arcntly intermina¬ 
ble—uoreckonable. 

But the waggonette comes to a sudden stop round a corner ; 
we have arrived, and It is a picturesque scene Indeed which 
greets the eye: thirteen setters of divers colors dotted about In 
the heather—Scots of all sorts and complexions frotu the jolly- 
looking bead-keeper who rejoices In a constant wink, to hie 
solemn, sulky-looking subordinate, from the laddie who leads the 
“powny," to the silver-grey whiskered patiiarcb whose aspect bears 
Indelible marks of having gravely thought for six y years about 
nothing, then every description of unattractive looking gillie, as 
they call the attendants who come out for no earthly purpose hut 
to shut their eyes and get In your way; they docarry game some¬ 
times, when they don't drop It—they leave your luncheon in the 
sun and worsestill tie up your spare dogs In It Oh! they are a 
race Invented specially as a scourge and a temptation to the 
grouae abooter. 

Then there are two shaggy ponies with enormous panniers on 
them—useful very when they don’t run away ten miles or so over 
the moor, spilling your grouse one by one In their mad career, 
and smashing up all your liquor. ‘ 

Well—time to be off. 1 attach forty yards of strong cord to 
an especially wild setter and start him; he goes off with a ter¬ 
rific rush—the end of the line doubles up and becomes attached 
firmly lo the hind leg of the junior pony—a yell, a kick, and a 
gillie on hla back, Is the immediate result—no damage done. 
Away goes the doglo splendid style, nod away go my partner aud 
self behind him—about three hundred acres of dry burned heather 
are ranged In a jiffey, and just above In a little high patch, in 
glorious bloom, as he Is cotiing through it like a meteor, he 
turns round and drops, but just as we get to the spot, he Is up 
and on again. Hold hard! he takes one cast of two hundred 
yards, and hack he comes again like an avalanche, backward of 
where he dropped,—ah so I thought, he pointed heel—now he is 
right down on something between him and me—up gets a young 
grouse, and down he comes. " The rest of the covey Is here—” 
betakes another cast (when the obsequies have been properly 
performed) and runs up and chases the old cock—cautious re¬ 
monstrances, for be Is not an animal to be playeil tricks with. 
We get Into the rest of the lot, ooly four, and bag three of 
them—then we go on and beat a real bad bltof ground—the dog 
behaves abominably—we shoot worse, and so on. Time to 
change this game—we walk on a mile to where the spare dogs 
aud lunch are sent to. We unloose a beautltul little black, tan 
and white bitcb, and giving her the wind, go down a ravine be¬ 
tween two steep banks, both knee-deep In heather—we walk one 
on each slope, the keeper in the ravine between oa, and the little 
bitch flies across from top to top, as H It was all downblll—three 
points, three old birds at eighty yards a-plece—forward on— 
along a lovely undulating plateau. Kit doubles herself up in a 
heap—up get a fine lot of eleven—they leave a brace behind 
them, and we mark them over the burn, on the farther hill. As 
the bitch la jumping the burn she turns In the air, and falls on 
her aide, half in and half out of the water—another covey, which 
have just been watering. I go down to pick a bird up—up gets 
a snipe—It falls on the other side. “Go on," to the retriever. 
Just as she gets to It she stops short and points In a whin bush. 
We are soon there and out goes a blue hare—It was positively 
absurd, the lot of different things there were just about that 
spot, and the climax came when after some fifteen shots I walked 
a few yards down the brook to find a pool to bathe a lame foot 
of my own In, when positively out went a mallard from It; it 
made me laugh so, that I missed it first barrel, but the second 
atoned. It was past lunch time, and two mllea back to It; we 
were hungry ae hunters, and at the Intervening space we went 
with a will. 

Grouse pie and a bottle of champagne Iced as cold as could be. 
In a mountain spring, made us feel batter—no time given for 
smoking to-day; up again and at It. The froah dog was too foot¬ 
sore from yesterday, so we had little Kit out again, and a 
splendid afternoon’s sport It waa. One long stretch of monn- 
Uln-side, with magnificent heather, two miles long, and half a 
mile broad, with a burn below; It positively teemed with gronse 
and hares. The abootlog of one of us was very good—of the 
other abominable, or we should have had a wonderful bag that 
day. Aa It was, twenty-four brace of grouse, seventeen hares, a 
snipe, and a duck, waa not bad. The lovely—the magnificent 
work of that dog I shall never forget; I have rarely seen It 
equaled—never excelled. D. H. W. H.

KoitokChicago Field: —Gloan, In your Issue of February 311, 
makes some very caustic reiiiarka about the “common guiiuahe" 
throughout the state, and the chief alouer of all appears to be 
Old Gunner blinself. This exponent of the Cuvier Club attempts 
to show that all the shooters lo the state who are In favor of de¬ 
stroying the hawks and are nut In favor of total problbttlon of quail 
shi'otlDg, are “ prize shooters’’ or “pot hunters," or both; and 
Intimates that we only want to kill the hawks to gel the bounty. 
Now this la unjust and unfair; the men who are advocating the 
|iassHge of the hawk law, do so simply because It Is the beet meas¬ 
ure ever offered lu our legislature for the preservation of game. 

I will say liut little In answer to the slurs on “ prize ahoolliig.” 
That practice has become so papular and la now so well estab¬ 
lished, and is patronized by so many of our best men all over the 
country, that any attack by Gloan or othera of that Ilk, can only 
result as did Don Quixote's tilt against the wfndinllls. Aa to the 
morality of prize ahnotlug, it may he doubted whether the strain 
on u good man's euiiscleuce would be any greater in shooting a 
iimtell for money than It would be In defending the average erlm- 
Inal at the bar In one of our great eitlea. 

Gloan lauds the Cuvier Club for their great e.tpcDilitiires of 
time, labor and money for the preservation of game. Will he 
please to rceoiicile that statement with the fact that at the late 
New Year’s banquet given by bla elnb, fiOO quails were served up 
lo the guests, as will be seen by the follow ing from the Cincin¬ 
nati Knyuinr; 

“There were fifty dozen quails, a number of honisl turkeys, 
forty gallons of carefully selected oysters, prepared In the moat 
appetizing style, two large Kennebec salmon, weighing forty 
pounds each, served whole, twenty dozen deviled crabs from Bal¬ 
timore, ten cases of Bayou Terre shrimps, with six gallons of 
mayonnaise sauce for the salad; fruits, pickles, and the most de¬ 
licious French coffee ever served on a Cincinnati public table. 

“ The crowning triumph of tbe table was the forty-pound Ken¬ 
nebec salmon, one of a pair brought on from Boston for this 
especial occasion, by Pic Russell. Wm. B. Smith gave the direc¬ 
tions under which they had been prepared. The fish snugly 
sewed up In linen was boiled for a long time, aud during tbe pro¬ 
cess the jelly exuding from It was used lu the formation of 
tempting Utile transparent |iattle8 of a delicate amber color, In 
tbe center of each of wblcb could bo seen Imbedded two small 
oysters, twins in size. When ready for the table the fish, covered 
with sea-green Icing of roughened surface, wa.*! placi'd. belly 
downward, In Its own jelly on a long, shallow dish, the edges of 
which were ornamented with the golden patties. It was a mas¬ 
terpiece of gastronomic art.” 

That was preserving game with a vengeance t 

How did the Cuvier Club get those quails I* Doubtless they 
bought them of tbe trappers and pot-sboolers, for It Is Idle to 
suppose tbat during the deep enow and severe cold of tbe latter 
part of December that the members of the club exposed theni- 
aelves to the weather sulliclerilly to kill six hundred quails. If 
they bought them, was not the price paid an Inducement to tbe 
pot-hunter to kill more? Now, I would be perfectly willing to 
prohibit—not the shooting of game birds at the proper season, 
but the naleol them at uuy time. That would do away with the 
temptation to murder whole bevys on the ground, In order to 
sell them to gourmands. 

Gloan is very fearful the hawks will be entirely “exterminated,'' 
and talks learnedly of the grouse disease, “survival of the fit¬ 
test,” etc., etc. While admitting that lu a stale of nature hawks 
were necessary as a check on the undue Increase of tbe game 
birds, yet now that man yearly destroys far more game birds than 
be does hawks, the birds of prey have cuormously Increased, and 
we need them as cheeks no longer. So I say let us iirohlblt the 
sale of game birds, and exterminate tbe hawks and foxes.

Ini|iruvpnicnt9 by the Cuvier Club. 

Ci.vcinnati, Ohio. 

Editor Chicago Field;— The Intention of the Cuvier Club 
to build a new club bouse of their own has been before an¬ 
nounced by me In tbe columns of tbe Chicaoo Field. Tbe 
club has bad tbe matter under consideration for several years 
now, but lu so closely a built city as Cincinnati, there was great 
difficulty In finding a suitable location at a reasonable cost. 
The committee who had charge of this matter reporteil from time 
to time propositions tbat bad been made to them, but each of 
them presented objectionable features, either as to accessibility, 
cost or surroundings. Tbe proposition of J. L. Haven, to sell the 
property lying on the north side of Longwortb street, east of 
Race street, consisting of thirty-three feet front, and extending 
back elghty-threc feet to the alley, was accepted by the executive 
branch of tbe club. The price agreed upon was $9,000. Tbe 
old buildings standing upon tbe lots will be tom down the Ist 
of March, to make room for tbe new club building. 

The plans for tbe new building have not yet been definitely 
agreed upon, but it Is generally understood tbat it will be a two- 
story building, with a higb basement. The first Door will be de¬ 
voted especially to clul>room purposes, and the upper floors 
will be arranged for the library and museum. These are the 
important features of the club, and proper space has appropri¬ 
ately been accorded them In all of tbe plane. Tbe club has the 
best museum of natural history In tbe West, and there are few, 
If any, In tbe older cities of tbe East tbat surpass It- It is the 
lutention of tbe club to open the museum department once a 
week to school children, and tbe public. The club will continue, 
therefore, as an instrnctlve Institution, but on a larger scale; and 
after getting their own building will prove even more active than 
heretofore to tbe defence of Onlo’s game laws, and in the protec¬ 
tion and propagation of game, whetber lo forest or stream. 
The new building will be very convenient to all tbe street car- 
lines In tbe city, central, and will have tbe advantage of quiet 
and retirement at tbe same time. 

The building of the new bouse will be under the direction of 
the building committee, of which that enterprising and practical 
builder, Mr. W. M. Cameron, la chairman. It la expected by tbe 
club tbat tbe new house will be ready for occupancy about tbe 
first of November, at the latest. Thus with the greatest of 
pleasure do I announce this to tbe Chicago Field, and to the 
sporlsmeu of Ohio, who take an Interest In the Cuvier Club, and 
their doings. The doors of the club are always open to visiting 
sportsmen, and any gentlemen visiting the “ Paris of America,’’ 
without dropping In on tbe Cuvier Club, can count on having 
mlesed a go^ thing. WiOK. 


Masquerading and Shooting on the Sound. —Bridgeport, 
Conn., Jiditor Chicago J^ld ;—The Bridgeport Gun Club held 
their first annual reception and masquerade ball, at Lyceum Hall, 
February 24th, and it proved to be a moat brilliant and enjoyable 
affair. This club Is In a flonrlsblng condition, and has a large 


membership, eompoaed of the first men of this city. The follow 
Ing will give your readers a partial resume of the past Winter’s 
shooting along the Sound, as well as a brief description of the 
game that affords our sbootcra their heat sport, although the 
Winter has been a very niifavorable one for duck shooting. Th,. 
si'verely cold winds which have swept across the water, render¬ 
ing It too severe for the shooter, and the frozen conilltlnn of the 
Inland waters depriving tbe ducks of their best feed, have coii,- 
blneil to render It a very disagreeable season for sbootliig. The 
present mild spell, however, has made shooting comparatlvelv 
pleasant, and tbe game Is also Improving In quality. “Old 
squaws,” “ whistlers,” “ broad I)11 Ih,” “ shell drake ” or black 
headed magazaa are the varieties now furnishing our eport. The 
sliell-drake is a sharp beaked bird, and feeds mostly on fresh wa 
ter clams. Black ducks are shot in large quantities, in tbe even 
Ing, while dying over the meadows, on their way to feed. A 
very fascinating sport to some, la to follow this class of ducks 
with headlights, and shoot them as they are attracted t,y tliu 
light. Coots are also flying, but not as plenty as usual. The 
duck boats owned at New Haven, and other points along the 
Sound,are very valuable. The old flat liottoincd boats are alinost 
entirely discarded, and the later manufacture arc made to slaiiii 
much rougher water, anil are furnished with sails, rendering It 
an easy trip home for the shooter after Ills sport Is cniicludcd. 
Messrs, .lorey and Thompson, well known duck shooters, recently 
had a most successful day, iMr, Jorey shooting forty-seven blnls 
and ,Vfr. Thompson fifty-live. I!. A. W. 


Black Hill Notes. —Central City, D. T .—Kditor Chieny, 
Fidd ;—Game liaa been slaughtered In this vicinity, mostly ante 
lopes. Thu snow on tbe prairies bas been from three to four feet 
deep and many autelo|>eB have been killed with clubs, as U]>uii 
breaking through the crust on the snow, they tieeome helpless ami 
unable to got away from the slayer. I have he-ard of twenty hav¬ 
ing been killed by two men, a short time since. In this manner. 
Buffaloes are in abundance on the Little Missouri, and the meal 
has become a drug in the Hills. A large herd of elk were seen 
a few days since on tbe Bellfourebe bottom, but I have not heard 
of any having been killed. The large game comes to the timber 
for abclter during these deep snows. Three large cinnamon bears 
have been seen this Winter within ten miles of here, but hunters 
give them a wide berth, as one man bas been killed, and anotlier 
maimed badly, near their range. We don’t care to go hunting 
large game while the snow Is so deep, aa many trappers and hunt 
era have perished on the Little .Missouri this Winter. About the 
middiu of March the docks and geese begin to come in, and 11 
we h.tvc a break up by tbat lime, we will then have soiiie gon,I 
shooLIng.

Every man makes a law for 
blinself, and shoots when and how be pleases. Finding a copy 
of the law yesterday, I looked up tbe matter, and was surprised 
to learn tbat tbe open season Is from October I to December 1. 
Qualls arc now very plump, having plenty of corn still ungatliered 
In the fields, and are very wild and able to take good care of 
themselves against everything but their natural enemies, tbe 
hawks. If tbe law would only try to protect them from hawks 
and pot-hunters, aud give sportsmen a little mure ebance, it 
would be a move In the right direction. Prairie chickens bere 
need no law to protect them from tbe guu, for nothing but a fivc 
hundred yard howitzer can reach them. They are very plenty, 
and likely to remain so for many years to come. Nebraska, a 
few years ago, had a game law that nut only protected game, 
but made It a misdemeanor, punishable with a heavy fine, to kill 
a hawk or any bird at any lime of tbe year. How is that for 
prohibition ? Finally tliat law was declared unconstitutional, and 
the present game law passed. U. A. K. 

London, Ont., March 1.—After reading tbe different Items In 
tbe Chicago Field In reference to how quails are getting along, 
I thought 1 would visit some of the birds that I bad left In the 
latter part of tbe season. So, recently, I called upon another 
lover of tbe gun to take a drive out In the country and see for 
ourselves what Jack Frost bad done with Bob White In Canada. 
Taking Llddesdale and EIcbo, we started out. with fair prospects 
of getting good and wet, and we got one of Nature’s shower 
baths. Arriving at where I had left nine quails, we cast tbe 
dogs off, and soon bad tbe satisfaction of seeing them come to 
a point In a field of standing corn, but when flushed tbere were 
only five birds, so you see four birds were missing. I called 
upon tbe farmer, and he Informed me tbat no person had been 
on the place since I left It, on December 2.'i, and from what I can 
learn, the quails of Outarlo have suffered this Winter, it having 
been one of tbe severest for many years. CIanuck. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 1.^1 received fifty quails from the 
South yesterday, and took them in the country to be let loose us 
soon as the Spring opens, on the same ground where I turned 
out some fifteen pairs last season, and from what I can learn 
there Is not one bevy left, although there were some six bevys 
after the rloae season began. My cousin fed one bunch of 
sixteen up to tbe last snowstorm, but has not seen them since 
Hawks were very plenty, and a few have been shot, but not as 
many as should have been. If tbe sportsmen and farmers would 
only join bands and offer a bounty for hawks, as I read In your 
paper many are'doing, and also trap tbe quails after tbe law Is 
out, and keep them over the Winter, we should have fair sport 
In these parts.

The MIgratery qiiallH-A 'Reply to Clerlcun. 

Boston, Mass. 

I Editor Chicago Field: —I am In receipt of advices, under 
4»te of January 25, from Mr. Carl F. Braun, of Messina, Sicily, 
by whom most of the migratory quails that have come to this 
country were shipped. He requests me to make public his prices 
and terms for the present season, which I gladly do through 
your columns. Mr. Braun offers to deliver the cages of one hun¬ 
dred birds each on board the steamer, to provide food for the 
voyage, to prepay the freight to New York, and to effect marine 
insurance against total losa, all for the price of t30 per cage of 
one hundred birds. He reserves, however, the right to cancel 
the orders and return tbe money, in case the flight of birds dur¬ 
ing the coming season, proves to be so small that he cannot exe¬ 
cute the orders without loss to himself. Those who have received 
birds from Mr. Braun In previous year.-q will bear cheerful testi¬ 
mony to the conscientious manner In which he performed bis part 
of the contract, and to the excellent condition In which the birds 
srrlved. The greatest loss that came to my notice was six from 
one cage; the average loss was leas than three per cent., and In 
many cases not a single bird was lost. 

The terms named by Mr. Braun are cash In advance, evidently 
the only terms upon which It Is possible tor him to deal with 
purchasers at such a distance. Upon the arrival of the birds they 
must he passed through the custum house (duty free), and must 
be delivered to express companies, to be forwarded to their re¬ 
spective destinations. As this is a troublesome operation for 
parties at a distance, I will, as In former years, at the request of 
Mr. Braun, and In order to facilitate the Importation, attend to 
it free of charge, and will also receive and forward to Mr. Braun 
any orders and money sent to me by parties desiring to Import. 
No orders arc received excepting for full cages of one hundred 
birds each, and the prices of large or small lots are the same, 
viz : (30 for each cage. The latest time to forward an order 
with any possibility of having It filled is April i, and the chances 
are more than even that orders received here so late as that will 
not be filled. Those desiring to order from Mr. Braun will please 
send to me as quickly as possible, and certainly before April 1, 
their orders with cash Inclosed to the amount of (80 for each 
cage, and with full address and name of express route preferred, 
for shipping the birds from New York. 1 will buy tbe foreign 
exchange, and send It and the orders to Mr. Braun, after which 
my responsibility ends until the birds arrive in New York, when 
I will see that they are passed through the custom house, snd 
given to the express company designated by the purchaser. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I beg a little more apace. In order to free my 
mind in reference to the letter published In your issue of January 
29, signed Clerlcus, dated at Wlnsted, Conn., and written, as he 
tells us, by a clergyman, about what he calls the “ Messina 
quails” In one paragraph, and the ” European quails” In another. 
By this letter It appears that tbe reverend gentleman rode “at the 
end of December,” after “ six weeks of snow.” In a sleigh, to 
the house of a brother clergyman, who Is, as Clerlcus says, “also 
a lover of the gun.” A “ subtle Instinct” impelled him to lake 
along his setter, Frank, and to drop his gun under the seat of his 
sleigh; “ although,” says Clerlcus, “ reason would work thuother 
way.” It Is to be regretted that Clerlcus, having drawn this line 
antithesis between Instinct and reason, did not also give us the 
positions which humanity and Christianity would respectively 
take In reference to shooting quails In December, “after six weeks 
of snow.” 

Arriving at his friend’s house be Is informed by that clerical 
“ lover of the gun,’’ that there isclose at hand a bevy of “Mcbsina 
q^uatls,” and that he has ’’shot a few of them from Ills bac-k door.*’ 
Evidently this friend worships not Igaoranlly! He knows whsl 
a gun isl Shooting out of a back door, at quails ou the snow, 
In mtd-Wlntcr, is calculated to develop the fine points of a gun. 
No wonder he loves his gun! 

The next day our two NImrods shoulder their beloved guns, and 
go out to shoot tbe birds called. In the pleasingly variegated and 
doubly erroneous nomenclature of Clerlcus, “ the European or 
Messina quails.” It would be luterestlugto know the exact dale 
of this expedition. The account states that “ the flock lived near 
my friend's house through six weeks of snow up to the end of 
December, when driven away by the Impertinence of ourguns.” 
Tbe Connecticut law protects quails on and after January 1, and 
It Is evident that our heroes made a very “near thing” of It liiil 
It Is to he hoped that they kept within the limits of the law. 
Since, for the preservation of the birds, and in the Interests of 
mercy and humanity, the law does flnslly Interfere and declare 
that, at the latest, no one shall shoot quails ou tbe morning of 
the first of January, It la to be hoped that their reverences en¬ 
joyed happy and approving consciences by shooting only up to 
“ the end of the day” of Decembur 81. 

Well, at whatever date, they went out with the intention of 
killing as many as they could of a bevy of birds which they be¬ 
lieved to have been imported at the expense of a good deal of 
time and trouble, and of considerable money from lands beyond 
tbe ocean, and to have been liberated for the public good, in order 
to stock the country with them, by gentlemen who relied upon 
the forbearance of sportsmen to prevent the abootlng of tbe birds 
when met with. About four thousand dollars have been already 
spent In bringing Into the country tbe birds upon which Clerlcus 
had auch “excellent sport,” as he says. “These birds,” says Cli-r- 
Icus, “migrated here last 8piing; but whether from the South or 
from some lota imported last year, we don’t know.” “ They arc 
capital birds to practice shooting on,” says bis friend, the “lover 
of the gun.” “ I hope they will continue to import them.” 

Clerlcus found the birds in the morning, and again 1^ the after¬ 
noon, and bad “ excellent sport” In shooting at them. He how¬ 
ever, killed none, and even tbe “lover of the gun” who was so 
good on sitting shots from tbe back door, appears, strangely 
enough, to have failed to bring anything to bag fjora on the 
wing; whereupon they decide that these Messina quails are very 
hard to kill, Clerlcus saying that he “ would as soon shoot at 
the ghosts of quails.” Finishing his account of hla "shoot,” 
Clerlcus next gives us some studies in natural history, suggested 
by the lateness of the season when he saw tbe birds: He says 
“ Is It possible for them to change their migratory habits, or does 
the bird in Europe wait for the snows of mld-Wlnter before start¬ 
ing for hla Winter home?” Certainly, Clerlcus, cerUInly. It Is 
possible. All things are possible with God. Bui before' we de¬ 
cide that He has Introduced any changes into tbe laws of nature, 

I think It would be well to examine tbe evidence upon which 
Clerlcus relies for the eatabllahmeut of his miracle. 

Now, it la possible that he saw a bevy of migratory quails as 
late as December 31. In Europe there are said to be straggling 
couples, and perhaps even occasionally a bevy, that remain 
throughout tbe Winter In their summer home. But the nature 
of tbe bird la to migrate ; and those which migrate are as s thou¬ 
sand toons, compared with those which do not. Also the num¬ 
ber of native quails In Connecticut in December is as a thousand 
to one of the migratory quails. I’rima facie, then, Clerlcus did 
not see any migratory quidlA but did see a bevy, perhaps a late 


brood of native quails, and the burden of proof Is upon him to 
show the contrary. 

Now, after a very careful reading, I am unable to find In Clcrl- 
eus’ account any detailed description of the bird, its habits, or of 
any peculiarities which would make tt probable that be was Inter¬ 
viewing migratory quails upon that famous field day. That 
Clerlcus could not hit them is not to he considered as cunrlualvc 
evidence that they were birds of an unusual kind, since we have 
no testimony that Clerlcus can hit anything; and even the “lover 
j of the gun,” notwithstanding his admitted prowess as a still 
hunter, will have to present his oredentlsls as a wing shot before 
we can consider the case as fairly made out, on such evidence 
only. The evidence derived from the call of the bird appears 
to count against the theory of Clerlcus; fur he says “ the call of 
the birds differs but very slightly from that of our own quails,” 
so slightly In fact that bo appears not to he able to note any dif¬ 
ference, which la a little singular. 

1 find nothing then. In the letter of Clerlcus, that Indicates any 
Iieculiarlty in tbe habits or apiiearance of these shol-sbeddlng 
birds of his, which does not apply as well to our native quails 
Still the question will suggest itself whether Clerlcus and his 
friend, being perhaps close observers, may not have noticed some 
peculiarities which, although not named in the letter, were suf- 
tlclent to enable them to identify the birds as migratory quails. 

It grieves me, yet truth compels me to say, that such Internal 
evidence as the letter of Clerlcus furnishes, induces mo to believe 
that both he and the “lover of the gun,” so far from being close 
observers, belong to that numerous class of careless observers 
and loose reasoners, whose evidence Is not lit to bang a cat on. 
The letter furnishes tbe following Internal evidence of the lack of 
observation In Its author. 

1. Although he reads the CiiicAoo Field, he hasn’t yet "oh- 
Bcrveii” that tt is considered a cruel and unsportsmanlike thing 
to shoot quails, even ou the wing, “at the end of December, after 
six weeks of snow,” at a time when other sportsmen are pro¬ 
tecting and feeding them. 

2. Nor has he even “observed” that it wasn’t a nice thing for 
the “lover of the gun”to"8hoot a tew from his back door,”to-wlt, 
a few poor starving little wretches. In whom hunger had so far 
overcome their natural fear of man, as to drive them to bis door 
for that assistance which any man with half a heart ought to be 
glad to be able to give even to his enemy’s dog. If suffering so. 
1 don’t suppose the “lover of the gun” Is heartless, hut he, like his 
friend Clerlcus, Is clothed In a serene unconsciousness of the 
rights and privileges of other men, and of birds and animals. 
They are not observing enough, that's what’s the matter with 
them. 

3. He hasn’t “observed’’ that there was anything out of tbe 
way In bis killing off (or trying to) migratory rfuails, at the very 
time that the editor of the paper to which be sent his communi¬ 
cation describing his performances, was urging his readers to 
unite In the effort to Introduce mote of them Into the country. 

4. He hasn’t “observed” that the name of the bird he has been 
writing about Is neither the “European quail” nor the “Messina 
quail.” 

5. He says "These birds migrated here last Spring; hut 
whether from tiie 8outb or from some loLs imported last year, 
we don’t know not having "observed” in the columns of the 
CiiiuAuu Field that the last year’s Importations did not arrive 
in the country until long after “last Spring.” 

li. He says “On one thing yon may depend, namely, that these 
were -Messina qualla;” not having “observed” that every one 
who reads that remark, seeing It not hacked up with any evi¬ 
dence whatever, will see at once that it Is strongly worded 
tieeause the author of it feels that he lias a weak ease, and must 
make op In assertion wh.il ho lacks In arguincnt. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I don't know who Clerlcus Is, and 1 dan: say 
he is a good enough follow, wheu he stops to think; but as 1 read 
Ids account of how he went swashing about with his dog and 
: gun among what tic claims to have believed to he migratory 
quails, lin[) 0 rtt‘d with cost and Iroulde by other people to stock 
the country; of how he shot at them all day; telling It all appa¬ 
rently without the glimmer of an Idea that he was not doing just 
a-s be ought to—as I read this I was remliideil, as 1 have so often 
lie.fore been by similar instances, of the careless. Urge footed 
fellow who, wlih wrene unconsciousness, walks, wide treadliig 
up the horse car center, blissfully ignorant of the tortured joints 
and muttered imprecations which accentuate his onward pro-

SiNoi i.AK Freaks Of A Robin.— Webster City, Iowa.—A’ditm- 
Chicago A'iilii;—In the Autumn, as is so well known, the robin 
(Mo'i/roIofiMA) leaves this Section of the country for the 
South. These birds do uotreturn until the snow ha.s disappeared 
in tlie Spring, and the weather has become quite warm. But 
here is a curious instance in which, as It seems to me, one of 
these birds ha.-, remained with us all Winter. About the middle 
of .January, a friend staled to me that he had seen one of these 
birds where a spring at the bank of Boone river keeps the ground 
hare on a space of several square feet. Tbe statement was scarcely 
credited, for It la not the custom of the robin to be here during 
such zero days. But on February 12, I saw a robin at the same 
place. It seemed to ho hopping over the gravel bed, apparently 
In searcli of food. 1 went to the house for my field glass, with 
the idea of making a closer Inspection of the hlni, but on my re¬ 
turn It had flown away. But while crossing the river some 
twenty rods below this spring, I passed a hole in the Ice which hail 
been kc|il open by the farmers for the purpose of watering their 
cattle. As I came along, a robin rose from this open place and 
flew li.iu a tree top close at hand. I came quite close to the bird 
whieli chirped in the usual way, and Anally flew off, so I could 
not he mistaken In the matter. It was certainly a robin, and the 
fact that only a single bird had been seen on the previous occa¬ 
sion, and near the same spot, would seem to Indicate that It 
was one and the same bird. In any case. It Is unusual In this 
latitude to meet with these birds In mld-Wlntcr. Yesterday 
morning tbe mercury was dowu to minus sixteen, while to-day It 
was only six degrees higher at six In the morning, and we had 
quite an Incipient ’’hllzzard.” ,VIy own opinion Is there is 
but one robin here, and that the tdrd has remained In this vicinity 
all Winter, for some reason which it would be difficuit to ex- 
plalu. At this time the snow Is very deep and covers all the 
land. The rallroada are blocked and zero temperatures prevail 
almost dally. But there can be little doubt that very robin has 
been here all the time. (; a. 

Bald Eagle Captured.— Carey, O.—Editor Chicago Field;— 
On Saturday last, February 26, .Mr. Samuel Strupe, living five 
miles west of this village, caught in a steel trap a magnificent 
specimen of the bald eagle family. The bird was held by only 
one toe, not even breaking the skin or hones. The dimensions 
of her majesty are seven feet three inches from tip to tip of wings, 
thirty inches around the body, three Inches around the leg, talons 
two and one-half inches long, weight ten and ooc-balf pounds; 
it Is a female and apparently about a year old, and truly a flue 
s[)eclmeD of that noble bird, the American screamer.

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The Report of the Kansas Fish Commlsgloner. 

The following Is the report of Hon. D. B. Long, tbe fish com¬ 
missioner of tbe State of Kansas, to the Governor, for the years 
1879 and 1880; 

In presenting my second report to your Excellency and to the 
people of Kansas, I am happy to say that I have been favored 
much beyond my sanguine expectation with reliable proof of suc¬ 
cess In the undertaking I have engaged In. The many dlRlcultles 
at first met with In hatching, handling, and distributing fish, are 
mostly overcome, and, Instead of reporting a failure as In my 
first report, 1 am proud to say that, since my last report, I have 
turned loose In our streams over 5UO,OOU living fish, and have on 
hand In my hatchery 100,000 more, that will soon be ready for 
distribution. To do what I have accomplished with tbe limited 
means at my command, would have been Impossible, bad not 
generous bands assisted me, and railroad companies extended 
free transportation and favors, of which favorable mention will be 
made hereafter. I am aware that much more ought to be done 
to meet the demands and necessities of tbe enterprise. Tbe 
friends of fish-culiure over tbe state—and 1 am glad to report 
that there are many, and that they are on the increase—are 
anxious for more li.sh in their localities. They are continually 
reporting violations of the law, and non-compliance with tbe 
law, all of which are excellent indications of a healthy public 
sentiment in favor of belter laws for tbe protection of our finny 
tribes. But experience has demonstrated the fact that great and 
lasting results are only obtained by great and continued efforts, 
and he who thinks our streams should be alive with fish after 
two years of feeble effort, Is reasoning from some other theory 
than from cause and effect. I am well satisfied with tbe effort, 
if a very few fi.sh of tbe varieties planted have been captured, of 
which ample proof 1 have received. If In eight or ten years we 
find that we are receiving no returns from tbe “bread cast upon 
the waters,’’ we may then have our faith shaken, and not until 
then. The older states that have long been engaged In fish-cul¬ 
ture, are now reaping the rewards of tbe labor of years. Tbe 
doubling ones are no longer grumbling that fish-culture Is a 
farce and a humbug. They are convinced, as many only can be 
convinced, by the reliable proof—that they have seen, touched, 
and tasted. 

In my last report I recommended an appropriation of $3,000 
for tbe purpose of creating a fish bafebery and constructing fish 
ponds, also $d,UU0 for each year to defray the expenses In 
procuring fish spawn, and other necessary expenses required to 
successfully carry on the work. I considered my request a very 
moderate one, compared to many of tbe other states with one- 
third our territory. My recommendation may have appeared ex¬ 
travagant; at least, it was not granted, as there was no money 
appropriated for a hatchery, and but $500 allowed to defray the 
expenses In each year, which amount, as my account will show, 
has been judiciously expended. While I do not Intend to com¬ 
plain about tbe neglect of appropriating funds for the use of the 
commissioner to prosecute the work demanded and expected of 
him to perform, 1 will say to those who have thought me negli¬ 
gent of the duties of the office, if any there be, that I had no 
funds to meet the required demands. If Kansas expects to keep 
step with Missouri, Nebraska, Iowa, Colorado, and tbe other 
Western states. In fish culture, as In other Internal Improve¬ 
ments that she has heretofore so proudly led, she must, as they 
have done, appropriate funds to build a hatchery, and a liberal 
appropriation to operate It, and pay Its commissioner a sufficient 
salary, so that his time and energy can be giveu the work neces¬ 
sary ; so that our streams may become as productive of wealth as 
the fertile valleys through which they flow, and favorably com¬ 
pare with the streams of our adjoining and slater states. 

I will ask for no specified sum, but leave tbe matter to tbe 
good judgment of the members of the legislature, to make such 
an appropriation as will enable tbe commissioner to keep 
step with other stales In the advancement of this Im¬ 
portant and worthy enterprise which la aitracMog tbe attention 
and support of a'l tbe civilized countries of the world, and 
thirty-two states of our Union. One of the greatest dlfflcultles 
met with Is a reckless disregard of proper protective measures 
by a certain portion of tbe community, that would enjoy or 
destroy In the present, to tbe neglect of the future. However 
well disposed the body of tbe people may he In any locality, and 
however anxious to protect and restore the fisheries, there is in¬ 
variably a large number of persons who would selfishly appro¬ 
priate everything to themselves, and leave nothing for those who 
are to come after them. This Is particularly tbe case at tbe 
mouth of tbe Kansas river, and at Lawrence. Such unwt.se and 
illiberal Individuals can only be restrained by legal enactments, 
thoroughly well enforced. At tbe mouth of tbe Kansas river 
there are the most of the year nets, traps, and every device 
known to fishermen, to capture any and all kinds of fish that 
make tbe effort to reach the headwaters of the Kaw. It is a 
great wonder that any succeed in passing those obstructions. At 
Lawrence they are stopped again by the dam, where none can 
pass unless there Is a Hood. Tbe fish way constructed at Law¬ 
rence Is not located at the proper place. I am In doubt If fish 
could pass It, If located at any other place. Tbe few fish that 
reach Lawrence, on their upward coarse, are captured 
by nets, traps, lines, etc. I am reliably Informed that 
there Is a passage-way, or tunnel, from the dam, extending 
about one-half mile, to tbe foundry above the dam, through 
which tbe fish. In their search for a place to pass 
up, enter and reach the upper end, where they are taken out 
in great quantities, making a fine revenue to the owner, tbe right 
of which Is sold for a large sum per annum. I shall again, as In 
my last report, urge that a law be enacted prohibiting the cap¬ 
turing of fish with any device whatever, for a period of five years, 
excepting with rod and line, and with net, for propagating pur¬ 
poses, under direction of the commissioner. 

1 also recommend that fish-ways, where they are required, be 
construe ed upon plans furnished by the commissioner, under his 
supervision; and all dams where flab-ways are required, and tbe 
owners fall to comply with notice from the com nlssioner to con¬ 
struct a proper fish way within six months from the service of 
such notice, be declared public nuisances, and that tbe trustee of 
the township In which the dam Is located shall cause a fish-way 
to be constructed, tbe cost of which shall not exceed $300—the 
same to be collected from the owners of said dam or water power, 
tbe same as other taxes. 

Many statements have been made to me, by men in different 
portions of the ^tate, to the effect that tbe different varieties of 
fish I bad distributed had been captured or observed In tbe 
streams. 1 have also received a number of letters from promi¬ 
nent men to tbe same effect, affording convincing proof of tbe 
fact (which I never for a moment doubted) that fish would be 
captured, and that fir-b culture In Kansas could be as successfully 
operated as In other states. I will give a few of the loiters I 
have received;

Xisur .jii'.'—In reply lu your letter of Augnsl as, 1880,1 beg leave to 


say that 1 have had visib'e evidence that a new Ilf h, and of the salmon 
family, la now found In our large atreama In Central Kaosaa. 

I have lived on the banka of the Kaw, with the exception of three 
years during the war, for over twenty-two years, and have always 
watched with Interest tbe kinds of lleb taken from onr waters. A year 
or more ago 1 learned from tieo. Rockwell, Esq., an extensive and in- 
telllgeut merebauL of Junction City, that fresh-water salmon was now 
taken in the Smoky river, and that he bad purchased and eaten of them 
on several occasions. From that time mv curloelly was excited, and 1 
examined every ileh wagon that 1 met. In due time my eyes fell on tbe 
lleb called Callfurnta salmon; and 1 donot healtate to say that 1 have 
eaten of the fish of the siiliuoo family, canghi In our waters, within dl 
mile or two of Junction Cliv. 

1 look upon fieb-culture with the createst favor, and sincerely hope 
that you will tie encceeefiil in slocking our streama and pouds with all 
the valuable kinds that arc known to live and breed in our lalltiide.

Reynolds, Chaplain U. S. A., 
was In reply to one I wrote him for Informstlon, ss 1 knew him 
to be s great observer of natural acleoce, and situated at tbe 
junction of the two great braochei of the Kaw, would be most 
likely to know If any of the California salmon had been captured 
in either stream, at that place.

These shad were from ten to 
filleen locbes in lenetb, and winghed, 1 should judge, fnim one to niie- 
aud a half pounds. In appearance they were the same as the Atlantic 
shad, though uf course imiuaiurc as to size. 1 ate them uu several oc- 
cusious, and foiiud >hem excellent. I presume there were two or three 
hundred shad eaiight lust Spring In this nlac'c. They could be easily 
proiecled. ss the flsberinen were nlillgeii to lake prominent imsitlniis 
oil one wing of the dam and similar places. 1 will inlurm you. If Ihe 
shad Hgaiu make their appearance DCXL Spring.

Di or .s/rr—As you will douhrtess be clad lo hear good reports of Ihe 
results of yotir labor ae fish commissioner, 1 will give you a fact that I 
Doticed this Summer. W. lie fishing lu tbe Smoky Hill river, a mile 
above your place. 1 caught a number of small salmon trout, Che same 
aa louud to Callforuia: they were about three inches luug, 1 caugbl 
Ihem from a school of a hundred or more. Tbia proinlees well for the 
enterprise you are engaged In.

In June laat I went to St. Louie, and received 16U German carp 
(two varieties, leather carp and scale carp) donated to Individuals 
In our state who bad made application to tbe U. S. Commissioner 
of Fisheries, Hon. 8. F. Baird, for carp to Block private ponds 
Notice was sent tbe applicants to report to me for their fish. I 
distributed to tbe ludtvidual applicants about half tbe num¬ 
ber, keeping the balance In a large box, with boles 
bored Into the box, and sunk In a spilng. From some cause, 

I know not what, unless tbe water was too cold, the fish died, 
much to my regret, and the disappointment of those to whom 
they were sent. Those that were distributed are, aa near as I can 
learn, doing well. Tbe carp Is the best fish for ponds that can 
be Introduced. They are very prolific, yielding from 400,001) to 
500,000 eggs, BCCordlDg to size. The eggs adhere to whatever 
they touch, and for new ponds straw or weeds should be provided 
for that purpose. Tbe eggs batch lo a few days, and the young 
grow rapidly. There should be uo other fish In tbe pond with 
them, at least no predaceous fish. Tbe carp thrive beet in artifi¬ 
cial or natural puuds with muddy bottoms. They will feed on 
vegetable or animal food, and are not dainty as to how it Is pre¬ 
pared. They are aatlsfied with anything; wheat, corn, cabbage, 
lettuce, ODlous. meat, fllea and tosecta are alike relished by 
them. They are a domesticated fish, hardy as tbe cat-fieb, and 
Id quality equal to tbe trout. I hope in a year or two to supply 
many of tbe sluggish and muddy streams of Kansas with tbe 
carp. Persons desiring to stock private ponds can be supplied 
free of charge by applying to tbe United States Fish Commis¬ 
sioner, S. F. Bslrd, WasblogtOD, D. C., who will, as soon as be 
baa appllcatloua auffleient, and carp on baud, ship them In charge 
of an Bgeutto some point where they can be obtained at a trifling 
expense. 

In May, 1879, I received 10,000 Scboodic salmon eggs (land¬ 
locked) from Charles G. Atkins, Assistant United States Com¬ 
missioner of Fisheries, from Bucksport, Me., which were batched 
and distributed. 

In February, 1880, from tbe same source, I received 10,000 
more eggs, which were also eucceeafutly batched, and distributed. 

I will give Lake Inman, aa I will call It (In honor of Colonel 
Henry Inman), a passing notice. Colonel Inman waa one of tbe 
first and most enthusiastic advocates of flab-culture In Kansas, 
and It waa his writings on tbe subject that Induced tbe legisikture 
to enact tbe present law. The lake above referred to Is a beantl- 
ful body of water, altuated In tbe southwestern portion of Mc- 
PbersoD county. It cootalna abont one hundred and ninety 
acres of water, nearly round, excepting a small bay on tbe south 
side. The pyalrle gradually rises In every direction, excepting on 
tbe west, where there Is an ontlet. In case of long-continued rale. 
Tbe water Is cloudy, and Id the center of the lake It la from tan 
to twenty feet deep. It iflorda a splendid opportnnlty for sports¬ 
men In pnrsult of geese, ducks and fish—all of which are 
abundant. 

Tbe question Is often asked. How and where I get tbe fish I 
have been stocking onr streams with) Tbe spawu are furnlabed 
by tbe United States Fish Commlsstoner, or bis agents, at an ex¬ 
pense of about sixty cents per thonsand, which Is for tbe trans¬ 
portation, packing, etc. 1 have, until recently, employed Shaw 
A Co., of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to batch tbe fish for oar state, but 
on account of tbe long distance and expense In traveling, the 
difficulty and danger In transportation, I coold not with tbe small 
amount of funds secure the amount of fish I desired; I there¬ 
fore concluded to construct a hatchery, nnUI tbe state could fur¬ 
nish a more commodlons one. Rev. JU Sternberg kindly offered 
me tbe use of a fine spring on bis tanu, adjolulog my own, which 
by a small amount of labor and expense has been made to answer 


for a hatchery. The water from tbe spring rune Into a square 
tank at the rate of about twenty gallone per mlunte. From this 
tank there are spouts connecting with tbe batch log-boxes, which 
are ten Incbee lower than the tank. I have but three bateb- 
Ing-boxes, elxteeu feet In length, with four dlvlslona In each 
box, etch division contslnlug three wire trays upon which the 
eggs when received are eproad out, and placed in the bozee. 
The water enters at tbe upper end of each box, and paeaes up 
through tbe trays, keeping the eggs In motion. Esch trsy con¬ 
tains about 3,000 eggs. 1 have bad very good success, coneld- 
erlug that tbe boxes are exposed to tbe weather, and have no pro- 
teclIoD from falllug leaves or dust, making tbe labor more diffi¬ 
cult than It would be with a convenient building for a hatchery. 

I received from Professor S. F. Baird, U. S. Commissioner of 
Fisheries, In June, 1879, 160,000 shad, of which I turned over 
20.000 to J. P. Kenea, of LaCygne, to be distributed In Linn 
county; 70,000 were distribute In tbe streams along tbe U. P. 
R. R., between Topeka and Ellis, and 70,000 along tbe A. T. & 
8. F R. R., between Topeka and Larned. About 10,000 were 
sent down to Eldorado, to be deposited In a branch of the White- 
water river. These fish were put In all the principal streams 
along tbe line of these two railroads. Ten thousand shad were 
turned over to C. F. Baker, of Topeka, and by him they were 
turned loose In tbe Kaw. 

Twenty thousand were planted In tbe streams along tbe line of 
the St. Joseph & Denver City railroad; 30,000 In 1878, and 30,- 
000 In 1879, were turned over to Colonel 0. A. A. Dean, of 
Atcblson, who, with tbe assistance of F. J. Brown, of Muscotab, 
distributed as directed In tbe principal streams along tbe line of 
tbe road as far west ae KIrwIn. February 3, 1880, I turned over 
to the same party 30,000 lake trout (salmon trout), and by F. J. 
Brown illatrlbut^ the ekme aa tbe California salmon. 

Dr. WIgg met me at Atchison, and rendered me great service 
In the care of tbe fish, for which he would not accept any remu¬ 
neration to defray tala expeneee on tbe trip. 

I contracted with Shaw & Co., of Cedar Rapide, for 100,000 
lake trout, and 10,000 brook trout, to be delivered at Atcblson. 
He arrived at Burlingtou, Iowa, but was obliged to lay over 
twelve hours, iind arrived In Atchison about tweve o’clock at 
night. I was detained until eleven a. m. tbe next day. I found 
the fish In very bad condition. Tbe brook trout were about all 
dead, and some of the lake trout dead. I turned over to Colonel 
0. A. A. Dean, 30,000 lake trout for distribution along tbe line 
of the Central Branch ralli'OBd. 

The 10,000 brook trout were put Into a spring at the Ells¬ 
worth water tank. I do not think many of them were alive. 
There are numerous spring branches In our state tbal I am satis¬ 
fied brook trout would do well In, but for general distribution I 
consider them a failure. 

In distributing the fish received, I have earnestly endeavored 
to give the different sections of the state that could be reached 
by railroad an equal supply; but it must be remembered, that 
the most of the fish I have distributed have been shipped In 
cans, crowded together, from Cedar Rapids, over 300 miles before 
they reach the state, and it is very essential that our state should 
receive the benefit. I have planted them as near the headwaters 
of the various streams as I could, keeping on tbe various lines of 
railroads running nest. One other fact I wish to state; That 
forty-eight hours Is as loog as fish can be handled lo cans with¬ 
out great danger of losing them, and In any case constant care 
and wslchfulness are required, keeping the water supplied with 
oxvgen. by changing It, and hy keeping the temperature of tbe 
water low by the use of Ice. No sleep, no rest, until the last 
fish Is set at liberty. One trip will satisfy the most enthusisstlc. 
If tbe state bad a hatchery and ponds, so that tbe fish could be 
kept on band, and distributed at leisure, I could tlieu attend to 
supplying the many demands with less expense, less danger of 
losing the fish, and to tbe satlsfactton, I hope, of every portion 
of tbe state. 

Tbe Fish Commissioner of the State of Iowa, Hon. B. F. 
Shaw, has extended many courtesies to me. He has loaned me 
the cans for conveying fish from Iowa to Kansas four different 
times I hope our state will not forget that It must provide the 
necessary means to make flsh-cuUure a success. It cannot be 
carried on for tbe small sum of $500 per year, with any show of 
succesB. 

I desire to acknowledge tbe generous assistance rendered by 
Dr. George WIgg. of Clay Center; John E. Rsstall, of Bur¬ 
lingame; Messrs. Kenea and Lane, of La Cyene; James T. Jobn- 
BOD, of Armstrong; John P. Usher, Jr., of Lawrence; John Mc¬ 
Pherson, Blue Rapide; Col. G. A. A. Dean, Atebisnu; Hou. A. 
B. Brsdisb, Atchison; and Hou. Geo. A Atwood, of Leaveuwortb. 

To the railroad companies In our state, tbe tbauks of the com¬ 
missioner, and kind ackoowledgem<-nts for favors granted, are 
cheerfully given. In no Instance have I been refused a single 
request by tbe railroad companies lo our state. 

I must also acknowledge tbe favors granted tbe commissioner 
by the ratlrnade in Missouri and Iowa; Tbe Rock Island & Pa- 
dfle, Chicago, Burlington A: Quincy. B. C. & N., Chicago & Al¬ 
ton, and Kansas City, St. Louis & Northern. Free transporta¬ 
tion for fiah has on almoat every trip been secured over these 
railroads, and on several trips I have obtained free transportation 
for myself. 

With faith In tbe ultimate success of fish culture In onr state, 
we commit and commend the future of this enterprise to the en¬ 
lightened judgment and sympathy of the friends of progress. 


How TO Pot Live Bait on the Hook.— Patnsm, Conn.— XS- 
itor Chlcaffo Field :—Thinking many of your readers would like 
to know the best way to put live bait on the book, I, speaking 
from experience, say take a piece of black cotton thread about a 
foot long, tie the middle of It tight under the barb of the hook; 
now take the halt lo tbe left hand, lay tbe book on Its side, tbe 
barb up by tbe sbonider of the bait, with tbe shaft along tbe 
belly; now pass tbe thread over tbe shoulder and around under 
tbe fish, and tie to tbe shaft of the book, then pass the thread 
along the shaft until under and back of tbe back fin, then tie 
tightly around the shaft of tbe book, then pass the thread on 
each side of the flrh up to tbe back, just back of tbe back fin, 
and tie witb a bow knot. TbIa fastens the bait secnrely without 
burtlng It, and you will have tbe liveliest and best bait evernsed. 
As the abaft of the book Ilea along the belly, It keeps tbe bait 
In proper shape, and as the fish nautlly takes live bait head first, 
yon are snre to book your fish. With just a little patience at the 
first trial, you will find you can tie on tbe bait very quickly, and 
then have tbe best bait you ever used. I learned this from a 
geutleman who was tbe most successful flshermao I ever met.
